Progressive Judaism. 

Jews of all shades of opinion and of all kinds and sorts have 
reason to feel gratified at the important Conference of Progressive 
Judaism held in Berlin this week. The term “ Progressive”’ is, of 
course, much wider and embraces a great deal more than “ Liberal,” 
athoug? the Conference was brought into being by those who 
“ Liberal ” Judaism in England. Whether the broader term 
which was adopted so that Jews of much less heterodox views 
than the promoters of the Conference might take part in if 
is happily chosen or not, we need not wait to consider. But 
it is worth bearing in mind that Judaism has ever deemed 
itself a progressive faith and has throughout history acted 
accordingly, more or less. The most intransigent of Jews would 
claim, whether justly oxmotis beside the mark, that even his presenta- 
tion of Judaism was amenable to modern conditions and modern 
circumstances; and that is all that most of those who met in Berlin 
meant in order to differentiate their own particular point of view. 
If, however, there be one branch of our people that ought to be 
glad and rejoice at the Conference, which was illumined by so many 
eloquent addresses and was notable for the presence of so many 
outstanding Jews who care for religion in Judaism, it should be 
those who profess and call themselves Orthodox. Not many of this 
class of Jew will, we suppose, welcome the work of the Conference, ncr 
have we in mind the satisfaction which Orthedox Jews are likely to 
feel when they note the utter chaos of Jewish thought and spirit which 
the Conference exhibited. Indeed, the good people who met at 
Berlin, seem to have been nothing so surely as religious ravens flying 
hither and thither over the moral fleod of doubt and compromise, of 
opportunism and misunderstanding which they have created for 
themselves. Throughout the long discussions, there was no resting 
place for the sole of the foot. There was no definite, clear-cut 
standpoint in almost any matter. There was everywhere the dis- 
position of individwals to go as they please and to call it the 
following of conscience, and the urge for new experiments and 
further possible palliatives—a very orgy of religious empiricism. 
Judaism was not so much subjected to analysis agit was rent and 
torn, until it became almost unrecognisable, a thing merely of 
shreds and patches. There is nothing in all this for gratification 
to other Jews—certainly not for the rigidly orthodox, for it is large! y 
then doing. The extravagances and the acerbities at Berlin were, 
to a great extent, a rebound from the static position, likewisc 
made up so largely of absurd abnormalitiés, which Orthodoxy thinks 


it right to cherish. But there is something more. The Berlin Con- 
ference was a ch; allenge to Judaism im general, and to Orthodoxy in 
particular. It is a< hallenge which cannot be met by clinging to 
obsolete forms and ceremonies that have lost their meaning, or by 
And the utmost 
credit is due to those who took part in the Berlin meeting, not 
alone because it is surely a good thing for Jews to engage them 
Selves in the discussion of religious matters.in their relation fo 
our common faith. For it is better that they do so, even though the 
conclusions to which the. may arrive most of us may think mis- 
taken, rather than that facts, fatal for the existence of Jews 
and Judaism, should be ignored or treated with Jaises fart. 
Progressive Judaism has formulated a problem to finding a solution 


for which Orthodoxy ought to bend its mind. It has failed, 
and it is failing. to keen t' 


an attitude the very antithesis of progressive. 


le growing generation in any religious 
Sense within the fold of. Judaism. It carries with it a great 
deal that is outworn. but by adbering to which, much that bs 
beautiful, desirable and needful is too often hidden and smothered. 


rhe way of “ Liberal Judaism 18s not, we are convinced, the way 


out of the religious position which modern conditions have set uj 
forthe Jew. No way can be, we are equally convinced, which rejects 
as Liberal’ Jews do, the National idea. Bythat we mean, of course, 
not necessarily support the Zionist effort, but the idea which 
places Jews as a separate and segr gated people, as opposed to the 
assimilation which “Liberal” Jadaism prefers ia practice, if it 
does not encourage it in theory. That, toour way of thinking, is the 
root objection to this presentation of Judaism; or would it not be 
nearer the truth to say this new Religion, as many at Berlin 


insisted upon regarding “ Liberal” Judaism vis.i-rvis Judaism 
itself? But for our part, it seems to us that until Orthodoxy adopts 
a line that is truly and actually progressive it canuot have any 
reasonable ground for complaint about the vagaries, glaring as 


they were, of some of those who attended the Berlin meeting. 


Federation and Shechita Board. 


THE Federation of Synagogues has a perfect right, if it so 
chooses and deems it desirable, to institute a Board of Shechita of 
its own. Whether such an enterprise will be successful, or whether 
it will involve the pi 


moters in great and unnecessary financial 
loss, is chiefly a matter for the Federation itself. A far more 
serious question is whether the course which the Federation virtually 
decided upon at the last meeting 6f its Council, is either necessary 
or desirable from the point of view of the Community at large. 
There can be little doubt that if the complaints made at the 
meeting referred to in 
the Federation and the Siechita Board aré correct, there is real 
and valid grievance, which the Federation dées right to resent and 
naturally wishes to have renmroved. Its representation at the 
Board of Sieciitu said to be absurdly inadequate, eyen in 
point of mere numbers. If the proportion of those who are

Proressor SAMUEL OPPENHEIM (Vienna). 


, The death has occurred in Vienna, at the age of seventy-one, of 
Professor Samuel Oppenheim, who had been since 1903 Professor o! 
Astronomy at the Vienna University. The deceased was born at 
Brauenberg in 1557, and studied at the Vienna University from 1876 to 
1881. In 1889 he becamethe observer of the Kuffner Private Observatory. 
Subsequently he occupied posts as teacher at gymmasia in Prague and 
Vienna. He had acquired a deep love for astronomy, however, and 
returned to study and research work, It was not until he had gained 4 
high reputation as astronomer and qualified as a Professor, that he was 
able to overcome a certain amount of the prejudice against his Jewish 
origin. He was compelled, on account of this, to live abroad for some 
time until his call to the Vienna University. : 

Towards the end of his life he was regarded as the leading astronomer 
in Austria, and he occupied the post of President of the Vienna Astro- 
nomical Society. His reputation was world-wide, and he was an 
honorary member of the most important astronomical societies through- 
out the world. His books on his research work also gained him great 
renown. 


Mr. C. ¥. BORENSTEIN (Warsaw). 

The well-known Jewish scholar, Mr. Chaim Yechiel Borenstein, has 
died in Warsaw at the age of eighty-five. The deceased was a former 
Secretary of the Warsaw Great Synagogue, and teacher of the late Chief 
Rabbi, Dr. Poznansky. In 1918, Mr. Borenstein became blind, but, in 
spite of this affliction, he continued to write books on astronomy and on 
the Jewish calendar system, on which he was an expert. He also trans- 
lated into Hebrew a number of classical works, including “ Hamlet.” 

A huge crowd assembled at the funeral. Among those present were a 
representative of the Government, many Jewish Senators, Deputies, 
Councillors, writers, and leading figures in the Jewish Community. 
Councillor Dr. Bichovsky delivered an oration at the Great Synagogue. 


THE LATE Mr. JOHN HART. 


From M. B.A.—In peace and quietness, after 
only a brief illness, John Hart departed this life, to which he clung 
with such tenacity and perseverance for over ninety-two years. 
He enjoyed life to the full; yet very few men have had so many 
griefs and trials as fell to his lot. He achieved the seemingly 
impossible, when he found joy in the midst of his sorrows. 
He was one of those rare men whose heart and mind were centred 
in giving joy and rendering service to others. And so, when he 
found his own world and the world around him full of pain and distress, 
he did not murmur, he did not rebel. His profound faith in a beneficent 
God sustained him. He was ever grateful for the opportunity and the 
means afforded him to remove sorrow, to alleviate distress. He did not 
look upon the practice of charity as a duty. . To him it was 4 privilege, a 
joy. And he gave liberally to all charities within the Community and 
without. Charity was the keynote of his life. His kindliness was born of 
a firm belief in the goodness of God. This conviction was the foundation 
of his optimism. He was so grateful for God's gifts. He was devoted to 
Judaism and delighted in the Synagogue ‘Service. He was a regular 
worshipper at the Bayswater Synagogue for over half-a-century. With 
equal love and devotion he was observant in hishome. He had the gift 
of making friends and keeping them. All who came in contact with him 
loved him. As he grew older, so his kindness and goodness of heart 
became all the clearer and brighter. His death will leave a void in the 
hearts of many, and his memory will be cherished by all who knew him. 


From the Rey. D. Kunin: Ino the passing of the late Mr. John Hart, 
the Community is deprived of a wise, large-hearted and generous gentie- 
man. He was the oldest member of the Bayswater Synagogue ; he loved 
the service which he attended nearly to the last. 1 acted as his almoner 
for nearly nineteen years and no deserving case was ever brought to his 
knowledge without his giving help freely and willingly.

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


Round About. 


By Mentor. 


HE publication, issued the other day, of the Official British 
Documents on the origin of the War, bring vividly to mind 
the nescience of the general public concerning vital events 
that happened under their very eyes. Who thought in 

the years to which the volume alluded to refers—1904-1906—that the 
seeds were being sown out of which grew up the greatest disaster 
of modern times? Who imagined then, that destiny was shaping 
out for the world the fate that was to try it for nearly five years of 
war and possibly generations of war's aftermath? Yet these papers 
leave no doubt on the matter, and anyone who reads them cannot 
fail to wonder why it was that so little foresight was about. Yet 
as can be easily ascertained, there were those who saw in then 
current events the possibility of fatal results, but who were 
ignored and eyen denounced as grim pessimists, alarmists or 
prophets who delighted in seeing that which appeared evil, 
Perhaps this dead season when Mr, and Mrs. Jew, like Mr. and Mrs, 
Every-other-man is on pleasure or holiday bent, is hardly a 
propitious time to adumbrate so difficult and complex a thing as 
the Jewish world-position. But I could not help thinking this week, 
when I read those official papers I have mentioned, that we Jews 
just at this moment are living no less surely in a fool's paradise 
than were the vast majority of Englishmen—and those of all other 
nationalities—in the years about a quarter of a century ago, when 
the dragons’ teeth. of international combat were being set into 
cultivation. For during the lifetime of any Jew now living the 
condition of our people has neyer been one for so much anxiety as 
at the present time. 


itis true there is little comparatively of persecution of Jews, and 
I daresay many think that nothing else much counts. But Judaism 
counts almost, if not quite as much, and Judaism is truly in a 
parlous condition. Sooner or later that condition must re-act 
upon Jews, their prestige and their status will be lowered, and then 
the old dreary round of persecution, in one form or another, will 
blaze furiously. For the Jew without Judaism—and, to be 
sure, that means a great deal more than the religion of the 
Jew—becomes an anomaly and a somewhat impossible one. 
How then fares Judaism? Look at the centres where Jews liye, 
and say. Assimilation active and passive is rampant every- 
where; everywhere the desire to live as a Jew, with Jewish ideas 
and Jewish ideals is giving way tothe passion for being anything else. 
There are vast and constantly growing numbers of our People to 
whom Judaism is no more than at mosta religious cloak for careful 
donning, perhaps no more than once or twice a year. And the 
one opportunity that presented itself for counterbalancing this 
tendency, for placing the Jew vis a vis the world, as Jew, has 
been so far frittered away by the indolence or the carelessness of 
the vast majority of Jews who prefer to go on drifting to the 
inevitable doom, foolishly imagining that since nothing very 
serious has happened—nothing more so than a few pogroms 
and that sort of thing—nothing very serious can happen 
now. They do not understand that the world will look at Jews ina 
very different manner than hitherto, if History has to record the 
fact that the chance of Palestine and all it implies could have been 
theirs had they not preferred to live a symbiotic existence, cling- 
ing like ivy to any oak upon which they could fasten. That alone 
has altered immensely the position; and yet how few realise the 
fact! How few see that with the Judaism which, however incom- 
plete, has stood us in good stead for twenty centuries, gone over 
to limbo, and Jews standing, self-confessed, all they will prove 
themselves if the national opportunity that came to them is 
rejected, they will lay themselves open to contumely and to 
scorn, thus creating precisely the conditions that are bound to bring 
upon them that prejudicial differentiation which has been at the 
base of allour troublesasa people. Somewhata damp-blanket con- 
templation for the holiday season, maybe,but then, as it was induced 
by reading those official papers it may be meet to mention that the 
horrors of the war, the origins of which those papers tell, burst 
upon the world just at this period of relaxation and repose which is 
so universally given over to holidaying. 


MATTER akin in a sense to the one to which I have alluded 

above, although more domestic in its nature, is the oft-debated 
one of marriage outside the Community. It is proceeding with 
seven-leagued-boot pace in almost every country, and in some has 
virtually exterminated what were once flourishing Jewish Com- 
munities. Here in England, it is rife toa remarkable degree. A 
friend of mine has been busy for some months extracting from the 
records at Somerset House, marriages that have occurred between 
Jewish men and Christian women, or Jewish women and Christian 


men, sO far as he could ascertain them, and he has been pre- 
paring comparisons with a quarter and a half-century ago. He 
tells me that the result, so far as he has gone, is astonishing, and 
most so by reason of the cumulative increase in these mixed 
alliances that is constantly proceeding. Nor, are they confined to 
any single class. On the contrary they refer to all classes of the 
Community in the United Kingdom. Nor, again, does he find that 
the children of one kind of Jews have supplied more of these 
irregular (from the Jewish point of view) marriages than 
has any other. Orthodox and Reform, and “Liberal,” Metro- 
politan Jews, Provincial Jews, Jews attached to Synagogues 
and Jews unattached, Jews who are Zionists, and Jews who are 
not Zionists—all, all contribute their quota, my friend assures 
me. 5o that day by day there is a steady drift through marriage 
of Jewish men and women not to another faith, but to religious 
nothingarianism, in which all that is Jewish is eliminated save 


physical and other peculiarities that have grown with the race 
throughout the ages. 


Not a week goes by that I am not bombarded with corres 
spondence on this subject, and letter after letter tells almost the 
smen declare that they cannot find fog

extravagant notions of what they must and will have when they 
become married, in point of dress and amusement and luxury of one 
kind or other. The young women have their complaint against 
the young men. No young man, they tell me by the score, will 
“look’’—an almost invariable expression—at any prospective 
wife unless she be heavily endowed with a sort of cash bonus. 
One girl, only last weck, told me most pathetically how she 
was thrown over by young Jew-upon his discovering that 
her face was her fortune (to be fair to the fair one she did 


not put it quite that way)

and was told by the swain (I hope 
careful here!) that if he had to marry 
someone without a stieher he would certainly marry a—well, 
Christian, because there might be some chance of his getting 
into some better “ society. I mention this matter of inter- 
marriage not with the purpose of discussing it now, but to show 
how Jewry is in peril because of the disregard of Judaism 
in all that it should mean to the Jew, and the passion 
for assimilation that is prevalent. Yet we go gaily and 
carelessly on, quarrelling over silly trifles, plunging inte 
ecstacies of passion over Shechita complexes or bothering our 
heads over mere words and formulas, and sometimes mere absurd 
personal things where push and self-advertisement are the ruling 
elements. We are all on holiday now, and it were unreasonable, I 
shail deubtless be told. to expect anyone to engage in anything 
like earnest thought and consideration of such subjects ag 
these or of the inevitable denouement of the present condition 
of Jewry. But the facts are there, and it may be that the leisure 
most of us are allowing ourselves may after all afford just 
the opportunity for giving some thought to what really means 
our very existence as Jews, At other times of the year the 
plea may be that we are too busy. That is, of course, one way of 
looking at it. But it seems to me that-the average Jew, Jew-like, 
thus manages to get out of his task both ways. At a period like 
this of holiday he r ; to be worried with such things, and 
intends to enjoy himse!!. Anon, he cannot spare the time to even 


think of anything tliat is not urgent and immediate. So we go 
and so we drift!

The Rev. L. Wolfe, Minister of the 
Congregation, moved a vote of thanks to the artists. 


On Thursday morning, Mr. Julius Stone, B.A., submitted a report on 
the work of the Foreign Secretary of the Federation. Having explained 
the general position of Jewish students in Roumania, Poland, Hungary 
and Austria, Mr. Stone said that the work of the Federation must lie in 
the direction of the promotion of better relations between Jewish and 
non-Jewish students. He mentioned that a conference would be held in 
December in Geneva, at which there wonld be present representative 
Jewish and non-Jewish students of the various countries. He stressed 
the necessity for the setting up of a World Union of Jewish Students, 
and he urged English Jewish students to take a greater interest in the 
problems affecting their fellow students abroad. In the evening a debate 
was opened on the motion “ That a University Education is Over-rated.” 
Mr. Henry Burton, supported by Mr. I. Ackerman, B.Sc., spoke im the 
affirmative, and Messrs. A. Super and J. Shernovitch opposed. Mr. lL. 
Mincovitch, B.A., presided. Miss R. Dembowsky, Messrs. I. Fabricant, 
Maurice Cohen, A. Blok, H. Dugut, L. Taylor and Alderman Soidy took 
part in the discussion. The motion was carried. 


The Friday evening service was conducted by Mr. I. Fabricant, B.A. 
After supper, Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches read a paper on “ The Bible as 
Literature.” Mr. H. Harris, LL.B., presided. Miss R. Dembowsky pro- 
posed, and Mr. Maurite Cohen seconded a vote of thanks to the lecturer, 

Mr. Janus Cohen, B.A., conducted the Sabbath morning service. 
The Law was read by Mr. I. J. Keidan and Mr. F. M. Landau, LL.B., 
and Dr. Samuel Daiches preached a sermon, taking as his text, “ These 
are the Words.” He urged that while amidst the amenities of the 
Summer School Life the time was set apart for worship and reflection, 
it should be carefully remembered that a general acceptance of Jewish- 
ness was inadequate unless it were firmly based upon a knowledge and 
understanding of the doctrine and message conveyed in the words of 
Holy Scripture. After Sabbath a Fancy Dress Ball was held and prizes 
were awarded for the most original and effective costume. Mr. and Mrs. 
Blok, Rabbi Dr. Daiches and Mr. H. Dagut were the judges. 


The concluding lecture of the session was delivered on Monday morn- 
ing by Professor Dr. 8S. Brodetsky, who took as his subject “ The Bible and 
Science.” The lecturer, after carefully discriminating between the 
domains of science and religion, urged that a true understanding of the 
functions of both departments of human enquiry and aspiration would 
lead to a salutary reconcilement instead of a prolongation and exacerba- 
tion of antagonism in which science was bound to win. True science and 
religion, he said, were complementary. A discussion followed, in which 
Miss E. Dell, Dr. J. Zeitlin, Messrs. I. Ackerman, Maurice Cohen, B.A., 
Shapiro, F. H. Landau, S. H. Dainow and H. Dagut took part. On the 
motion of Mr. D. B. Stanhill, seconded by Miss J. B. Rosenfield, thanks 
were accorded to Dr. Brodetsky for his address.

In opposing the 
motion, Mr. K. L. Abrahams expressed the view that the preference for 
Medicine and Law shown by Jews was not on materialistic grounds, but 
because the Jew was anxious to help his fellow-men to the best of his 
ability. Mr. H. Bueno de Mesquita, in supportieg the motion, said that the 
specialisation of Jews in non-manual careers would prove very detri- 
mental to the upbuilding of Palestine, where all sorts of people would be 
required. Among others who took part in the discussion were the Rev. 
and Mrs. John S. Harris, the Misses I. Joseph, L. Blamfield, L. Ganz, 
F. Hillison, M. Siroko, and Messrs. Henry Harris, Huyh Harris, B.A., 
and Solig. The motion was lost.

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MISCELLANY. 


When referring recently to the few Jewish cricketers who have 
achieved the distinction of playing for their county, I limited the number 
to two, viz., Mr. John Raphac! and Captain Woolf Barnato, who at 
different periods played for Surrey. I, however, overlooked the fact that 
there was another Jewish County cricketer, the late Mr. D. L. Jephson. 
Curiously enough he also played for Surrey, and at one time acted as 
Captain. I believe the name of Jephson is an adaptation of Josephson. 
Although the list of Jewish county cricketers is so negligible, we can 
still point to a Jewish cricketer who has had the great distinction of 
having played in Test Matches, viz., Mr. M. J. Susskind. He played, 
and still plays, for South Africa. ; 

In the death of Sir J. Agg-Gardner, the House of Commons has lost a 
valuable honorary officer—he was the Chairman of the Kitchen Com- 
mittee. No successor has yet been appointed, but I hear that Major 
Isidore Salmon is in many quarters thought of for the post. 
He would make a most excellent “ Minister of the-Interior”, as the 
position is facetiously called in the House. Major Salmon is 
popular with all parties, and his knowledge of the culinary art, like 
the gentleman we knew of in our youth, is extensive and peculiar. 
His very name is even suggestive and appropriate. Major Salmon 
did good service to the country during the War in the Commissariat 
Departments, and many a time I saw him arriving early in the 
morning in Basil Street, Knightsbridge, the Headquarters, with a 
punctuality and an eagerness for doing his work, which did him 
great credit. I had occasion to see him often during those strenuous 
times, and it was always in his office at Basil Street, where, with his cousin, 
Captain Joseph, he was invariably deeply engrossed in testing the food for 
the Tommies. The feeding of a great Army involves the closest attention 
to detail, such as only those who have had experience of it can appreciate. 

While on this subject"of food, it would not be out of place to 
mention that the world’s greatest produce market will be opened at 
Spitalfields in November next. To build this market, which covers 
a floor-space of over fourteen acres, the Corporation of London had 
to demolisu hundreds of houses which were largely inhabited by 
the poorer class of Jewish people. Spitalfields is, of course, in the 
centre of a congested Jewish population, and in order to find the 
necessary space for the market eight streets of dilapidated houses and 
Shops had to be demolished. The neighbouring streets of the great 
market are still extensively tenanted by poor co-religionists, who will 
benefit by the new institution, as the managers intend centralising the 
imports at the docks and everything will be done to avoid double handling 
and cartage to save expense, so that the price of food will be considerably 
cheaper. Already several of the stalls in the new market have been 
taken by Jewish dealers, particularly in the fruit section. In this respect 
they will follow the tradition of Covent Garden, where Jewish fruit 
merchants have always held a predominant position. — 

Abraham Espinosa has won the Western Open Golf Championship 
of America, beating John Farrel, the American Open Professional 
Champion, “Abe's” brother being third. He always played under the 
name of “Abe”"—it is very common in the United States. We, in 
Lengland, do not hear very much of the Espinosa family now, though at 
one time it was a familiar name in the Sephardi community of London. 
i hey are of Dutch descent, and the name of the great philosopher known as 
Spinoza was originally Espinoza. When high-class ballet reigned supreme 
atthe Empire Theatre in London, Mr. Espinosa was the talk of the town as 
the waits e ballet, His son was a celebrated dancer and he also 
directed the stage dancing at the Empire. I Ynet him some time ago in 
Johannesburg, where, 1 believe, he is running a dancing academy. Mrs. 
Espinosa is also a very proficient dancer, and the“Espinosas are now as 
well-known in South Africa in the musical and operatic world, as they 
used to be in this country. | |

JEWISH COOKERY. 
Useful Hints. 


To WEIGH GOLDEN SyruP.—Dredge the scales with flour, pour in 
the syrup, dredge the syrup with flour, and it will slip off and leave the 
scale quite clean. 

BURNT SAUCEPANS.—Fill with water, add a good lump of salt and 
leave for a few hours, then bring slowly to the boil and the burnt particles 
will come off without any difficulty. 

To MAKE MINT SAUCE QUICKLY.—Sprinkle the leaves before chopping 
with granulated sugar. 

To CooL JELLIES, ETC., IN A SHORT TIME.—Put a handful each of 
salt and soda in a bowl cold water and stand the jelly mould in it. | 

To Keer CHEESE FRESH. —Keep a lump of sugar in the cheese dish. 

To Pee. Hor BeEerroors.—Plunge for a moment into cold water, 
the skins will then peel off quite easily. 

MustTarp.—When making mustard add a drop of salad oil while it is 
being mixed. It greatly improves the flavour. 


suet is melted in the oven and put into jars, will keep 


a long time, and is much easier to chop up when needed. 
SAUSAGEs.—RKoll in flour before frying ; this prevents them bursting. 
STALE BREAD.—To make a loaf of stale bread quite “new,”*place in 

a steamer over a saucepan of boiling water for five minutes. 

To Keep RAW MeaT F2ESH.—Pour some vinegar into a large dish, 
then lay two wooden skewers (or two sticks of wood) across it, and place 
the meat on the skewers. 

WHITE VEGERTABLES.—When cooking cauliflowers or other white 
vegetables, add two lumps of sugar to the water; this widl keep them a 
good colour. 

A Goop CoLp CurR&r.—Pour half a pint of boiling milk on a teaspoon- 
ful of ground cinnamon; sweeten te taste. Sip as hot as possible in bed 
at night. 

PARSLEY.—Parsley, mint and all herbs remain fresh much longer if 
placed in a basin and covered with a ‘saucer to make it airtight than if 
kept in water. 

To PEEL SHALOTs,—When peeling shalots or onions for pickling, put 
in a bow! and cover with boiling water, leave for five minutes, then pour 
off the hot water and cover with cold. They will then peel quite easily, 
and the eyes will nOt smart at all. 

STEWING FRvuIT.—Add a pinch of bicarbonate of soda when stewing 
acid fruits, much less sugar will be required. 

FRIED POTATOES.—When frying potatoes, add a sprinkling of flour 
and they will brown much more quickly. 

PRESERVING JAM.—Rub over the bottom of the preserving pan with 
a little oil, this will prevent the jam from sticking. 

OLD FowLs.—Simmer gently for two hours, then roast keeping well 

basted.

My DEAR COUSIN, 


Have you ever had the experience of a curious notion exercising your 
mind? This was my experience the other day as I sat listening to the 
music of the waves at the seaside. Suppose, I kept on saying to myself, 
THE JEWISH CHRONICLE offered a prize for the three best suggestions for 
improvements or novelties in the Anglo-Jewish Community, what pro- 
posals would you put forward”? 


Somehow I was fascinated by the idea, and I began to turn over 
possibilities in my mind. Leaving out such proposals as the Communal 
Hall, which have already been advocated and approved, I hit upon three 
suggestions which seemed to me to be worth pondering. 


The first is to set up a Chief Rabbi's Council. The King has his 
Privy Council; why, then, should not the Chief Rabbi have his? It seems 
reasonable to suppose that in the course of the year the Chief Rabbi has 
to take decisions on many intricate and interesting problems. He has 
told us publicly that he takes these decisions by himself, without 
reference to anyone else. Certainly that is heroic. On the other hand, 
it was a wise Jewish philosopher who, with the mellowing experience of 
years, declared that in a multitude of counsellors there is safety, 


The body I lave in mind would not be necessarily large; a dozen 
or so picked men would suffice. But they should all be laymen, 
experienced in the affairs of the world and selected from many walks 
of life—a professional man or two and a goodly sprinkling of business men. 
But, I insist, they should all be what in the Church of England are called 
laymen. I have observed that the clerical mind has a peculiar 
psychology, and that, apart from exceptional instances, the judgment of 
clerics on men and affairs is singularly inept and misleading. If a 
business man were to be guided by this kind of jadgment, he would make 
very little progress in his everyday affairs. Apart from that, if the Chief 
Rabbi's Council is to be of real effectiveness, ministers would itfso facto 
have to be excluded. Nor would this Council bein anywise an official 
body. It would be entirely private in character and chosen from among 
those who are personally sympathetic to the Chief Rabbi. 

I can well imagtne how virile would be the advice of a body of this 
kind, and how splendid would be its influence on the Chief Rabbi's work. 
They would lighten his burdens ; they would remove from his mind 
doubts and questioning whieh must of necessity be associated with the 
most exalted office in the community. The Chief Rabbi wonld feel that, 
like Moses of old, he could share his responsibilities with the “captains 
of hundreds and the captains of thousands.” A load would be taken off 
his mind, with an ensuing diminution of physical and mental strain. It 
appears to me that it would be no small honour to be invited to serve on 
the Chief Rabbi's Council, and I can well envisage the joy of the Chief 
Rabbi watching the interplay of opinions and views. Some of the most 
distinguished men in the community might be induced to participate in 
. the work—men of the wofld with a knowledge of affairs-and with the 
imagination and ‘capacity to handle large problems successfully. 


Every mau, no matter how clever or learne!] he may be, is bound to 
profit by advice; the whole art of statesmanship is to know where and 
when to take advice. I am sure that the Chief Rabbi is sufficient ofa 
statesman to appreciate this truth, and that he has sufficient imagination 
to institute a Chief Rabbi's Council. 

So much for my first suggestion. My second is to set up a Hebrew 
printing press in this country; not a private press, bat a press under the 

auspices of some public authority, say, the United Synagogue or the 
‘independent Order of B'nai B'rith. A private press is naturally ron for 
profit, but while profits would not necessarily be excluded in the economy 
of the Hebrew press I am suggesting, its first aim would be public 
service. Are you aw’re that if you want to buy a Hebrew Bible you 
will obtain the best edition from the Bible Society’ All honour to the 
werk accomplished by the Bible Society, but Jews ought surely to 
obtain their Hebrew Bibles from a Jewish source. Even so, if Bibles 
were the only considcration, we micht content ourselves with the 
services rendered by the Bible fcciety. Bat as a community we 
should care for many more Hebrew books in addition to the Bible. 
If Jews do not care for Hebrew literature, Hebrew literatare will decay 
of neglect. What can be done in this connection is shown by the volumes 


recently issued by the Jewish Publication Society of America, and in 


particular, the collection of its Hebrew Classics. I have often noted with 
sorrow how in our synagogues on Festivals and Solemn Days many of the 
worshippers have a Machzor printed abroad on cheap paper, in type which 
is unwsthetic, the effect of which on the mind, especially on the young, 
must be wholly deleterious. For the House of Prayer we need to have 
books that are beautifully printed and beautifully bound. When all is 
sail, beauty and religion are very nearly allied. Bat our self-respect as 
a community should make us wish to possess Hebrew books which reach 
a high standard of excellence. Why should we not issue the texts of the 
great classical writers, with English translations? Why should it be left 
to a private publishing firm to publish a delightfully printed anthology of 
Hebrew verse? Why should not English Jews and Jewesses be provided 
with splendid works of edification written by Jews for Jews? Ihave a 
shrewd suspicion that if such publications were available, not only would 
Jews read them, but Christians too would go to their pages because of their 
excellent religious teaching, Ishould like to see an edition of Rashi, with 
pointed text and Englishtranslation. I should like to see the text of the 
Mishnatreated similarly. In short, a printing press may be made intoa power 
for great good, and I cannot see why a self-respecting community should 
not provide itself with so bencficent an engine ofculture. Itcan only bea 
question of money. It is always a questionof money. Put I cannot help 
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feeling that if the will were there, no question of money would arise. 
We may not be a large community of Jews, bat, because of the import- 
ance in the world of Great Britain, and to no small extent also because 
Great Britain has been charged with the mandate for Palestine, Jewish 
communities all over the world look up to as as Jews of some importance. 
Do we realise our responsibilities from this point of view? Do we realise 
our duties? Do we realise our opportunities? I suggest that to establish 
& public Hebrew printing press would testify to our courage, our imagina- 
tion and our love of Jewish literature. 

My third proposal bas more than once been advocated by THE Jewisit 
CHRONICLE. It is to establish a Jewish public school on the model of 
Stonyhurst. Most educationistea are agreed that while heredity fs an 
important factor in elucational development, environment is no less 
potent a factor. A Jewish public school would provide Jewish boys (and 
girls, too, for the matter of that) with a Jewish environment. As things 
are at present growing Jewish boys and girls need to put forth a 4 yecial 
effort to fit themselves into their school environment, and sometimes 
with ail the will in the world their effort faile~with tragic results. For 
one thing, a Jewish child is different racially from the other children 
in a general public school. This ia one cause of disharmony fn the soul 
of the Jewish child. In the next place Jewish boys tend to < evelop 
earlier than Gentile boys Menta ly and spiritually, therefore, they 
outstrip their Gentile fellow-scholars. This is the second cause of 
disharmony. 


Now, the object of al! education is to achieve as great an harmonious 


development as possible of the mind and the sou! and the spirit. It 
appears to me that the hest means to this end for Jewish children is to 
provide them with » Jewish school, managed by Jewish teachers. What 


Catholics can do at Stosyhurst, Jews should be able to do equally. The 
school I have in mind would be characterised by the same tone that you 
meet in the very best f' of pablic school in England. Games wonld 


play their part in the school life to the same extent as io the great public 
schools. The same ideals and the same methods would be prevalent. 
But the children in t! environment would have teachers who are in 
perfect understanding with them, and fellow-pupils of their own race and 
temperament. Would not this farnish an idéally harmonious environ- 
ment for the development of Jewish boys and girls? I koow there are 
some people who arcae thus. Sinee in the world the Jewish man must 
carve out a way for himecl! against prejadice and misunderstanding, 
let him begin the job as early as possible. Let him, therefore, 


attend a general pub! where ho will mingle with Englishmea 
and cet accustomed to the rough and tainble which is to be his lot later In 
life. An argument of this kind loses sight of the price in terms of suffering 


which the Jewish child has to pay for this experience~—an experience 
which is questionab! Does itnot occur to the parents who tate this 
view that if the schooling of their children is so arranged that it 
strengthens the inwwa d harmony of the child, they will thereby produce 
an individual strong chough and manly enough to meet opposition in 
life with courage and conviction ? 3 

I feel sure that if » scheme were taken in hand by the, right 
people, and that ifthey made a selection of the right men and women 
for the staffing of t school, there is ample material in the com- 
munity both for a Board of Govern rs and for a staff which would do 
credit to the best public schoo! inthe land. Some of us have been so 
much in love with assimilation that we have entirely forgotten that 
segregation along moderna .iaes actnated by the molern spirit, has much 
to be said for it too.

English literature and English history, the children of my 
dream school wou'l lvara Jewlsh history and Hebrew literature, 
two splendid in ‘s of education which would add to their 
intellectual and mora! stature. The experiment would be worth 
trying also, because at the moment (certainly in London) as | am 
informed), there is insufficient high tor secondary) school accom- 
modation. Did we cently see the spectacle of another school 
arising.in the country at Stowe? So splendid an effort deserves imitation. 


Iam convinced that ream school would produce as fine English- 
Jewish gentlemen as any that are turned out in the land. It seems to 
me that English calture and Jewish caltare are closely akin. After all, 
the Puritan influence in this country still counts for something, and the 
soul of Puritanism was iiebraic in quality. Without being chauvinistic, 
I venture to believe that a child who has enjoyed the best of Jewish and 
English culture will be a citizen whose qualities have been developed in 
a most excellent way. 

Here. then, are my three suggestions. If you were competiog for 
this imaginary prize, what would yours be’?

SERMON FOR THE WEEK.

| “ Enlarge the place of thy tent, and let them stretch forth the 
curtains of thy habitations—spare not ; lengthen thy cords, strengthen 
thy stakes. Vor thou shalt break forth to the right and to the left. 
Thy seed shall inherit nations, and repeople the desolate cities.”"— 
Isaiah liv., 2-3. 

The figure, used in the first verse of the text, would be most familiar 
to an eastern eye, accustomed to see the wandering Arabs pitching the 
tents of their encampment. It was a similar camp that moved the 
admiration of the prophet Balaam, asked to curse God's people. 
He ‘saw Israel dwelling in the desert, and the sight of their encamp- 
ment struck a chord of poetry within his heart. “How beautiful 
are thy tents, O Jacob, thy dwelling places, Israel!” In our text, 
it is a future assembly of Israel of which Isaiah speaks, seen, not like 
the Gentile prophet saw it, in actual existence, but see# with the eye 
of faith, and with a vision of a hopeful optimism. The wanderer bere is 
cacouraged to choose a site larger than is his wont, to prepare a tent of 
ample dimensions, to stretch out the canvas, to lengthen the cords, and 
to make strong the staves that shall ensure the safety of his resting-place. 
The ample tent is to represent a new Israel, no longer cabined and con- 
fined, but expanding in all directions, inheriting vast dominions, bringing 
back life to cities that have long been desolate. It is one of Isaiah's 
hopeful and happy pictures of the great future that awaits his people. 
Well may it have comforted later generations, kept within the narrow 
confines of ghetto walls. Conning the pages of their ancient books they 
could imagine their bent and weary bodies assuming the bold and upright 
forms of the Arabs of the East, engaged in fixing their tents on some oasis 
of the desert. Here they can choose a fitting site for a new encampment, 
free from all those obstacles with which a western world had hemmed in 
their bodies and their souls. So would ghetto walls fall away and Israel 
break out to the right hand and the left. 

But Isaiah's picture may help a less hampered community than were 
our fathers in the middle ages. It may even be commended to the 
individuals ofa modern generation. Ithas a particular appropriateness to 
this summer season. The urge comes upon us and happily can be indulged 
by many, to leave the parrow ways of city life and seek the open spaces of 
the world. Here we may, fora time at least athe more freely and gain 
a breadth of vision, denied us in more narr places. This is something 
more than a mere figure of speech. The physical enjoyment of the deep 
breath of pure air, the mental uplift that comes from the sight of a great 
expanse of ocean or earth, is a very real and beneficial thing. The change 
from the town, as man has made it, to the world, as God has made it, has 
in it the springs and fountains of true delight. There is a change of per- 
spective, in which the eye of the soul can also Share. There is brought 
to our gaze a full sweep of life, instead of our being left dwarfed and lost 
among its petty details. By enlarging the place of our tent we are given 
a better opportunity of growth. The good gardener allows the flowers 
ample room to break forth to the right and to the left. The great 

Gardener also has given the trees of His planting, space for them to 
grow, to take deep root, and to fill the world with fruit. Life need 
not always be lived on petty levels. Sometimes at least we must 
lift up our eyes to the mountains, if we would know whence to 
expect help. It is well at times to cast our bread upon the face of 
the waters, to have the spirit:of the great adventurers, to take our 
Share in the great quest, that is the right of every human soul, 
It is not our bodies only that need opportunity of change and recreation 
The mitid also Will stagnate, that remains constantly in shallow places, 
And in how shalloW a place many of us pass our lives, becomes the more 
evident, by this contrast with the breezes of heaven, and with the moving 
waters of the sea. Even religion needs something of that deep breath, 
that we rightly name inspiration. Inspiration is not a miracle, that came 
and went for ever, when the last of the prophets gave forth his message 
to our people. Itis the call that comes to each of us. Not frequently 
indeed, but at rare moments of our lives, it disturbs us from our lethargy, 
and urges us to answer: “Here am I, for Thou did’st call me.” Some. 
times it comes unexpectedly, when we are at work or at play. Sometimes, 
when in God's temple, everything is speaking of His glory. But nowhere 
may we flad it more frequently, than when, separated from our ordinary 
life's distractions, we have wandered over hill and dale, or watched the 
mighty breakers of the sea. Suchistrue re-creation. So “ God breathes into 
man's nostrils the breath of life once more, and man becomes a living soul.” 

The religion that is informed with this spirit from without, will take 
something of its colouring therefrom. It can never bo restricted to mere 
rites aud formule. It will not despise these, as long as they reflect the 
Spirit that underlies them. It cau indsel com> back to them witha 
newly awakened appreciation of what they stand for. But the place of 
our tent having once been enlarged, we must perforce stretch forth the 
curtains of our habitations. We have seen a wider vision, we have heard 

& mightier voico. We are no longer coutent with the old selfish round, 
or with a meaningless conformity that gives no thought to the attain- 


ment of our high ideals. 


In the wider expanses we have boen privileged to tread, we have been 
brought fac> to face with the great realities. Wehave seen God's heaven, 
and realised our own littleness. Yet we have learned something of God's 
purposes with man. Humble but refreshed, we can begin our work 
again. So we may mate our individual contributions to this enlarged tent 
of Israel. So may Isaiah's dream be fulfilled, and Israel become “anu 
eternal excellency, the joy of many generations,” : 


International Students’ Congress in Paris. 


Demand for Withdrawal of Roumanian Delegation. 


[From our Correspondent. PARIS. 


Although there was no official Jewish representation at the Inter. 
national Students’ Congress in Paris, the question of the anti-Jewish 
excesses in Roumania was raised by one ofthe delegates. Atthe mectine 
of the First Commission, Mr. Frank O. Darvall, President of the Britis! 
Delegation and of the National Union of Students of the Universities ani 
University Colleges of England and Wales, demanded the exclusion from 
the Conference of the Roumanian delegation on account of the hostile 
attitude of Roumanian Students’ Organisations to their Jewish fellow. 
students, and their instigation of anti-Jewish riots. 

The Roumanian delegation protested strongly against the inter- 
ference of the Congress in the internal affairs of Noumania. The 
question of the difficulties between the Roumanian and Czecho-Slovakian 
students and the Hungarian students was also raised. A (zecho. 
Slovakian delegate thereupon urged that the internal questions in any 
country should not be dealt with. ) 

On the motion of Mr. Sorein, the French delegate,,-the Congress 
decided after a stormy discussion to deal only with questiohs affecting the 
international interests of the students, but not théir national interests. 
All internal questions were to be referred to the First Commission 
presided over by Mr. Maltini, the head of the Italian Delegation.

NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


Sabbath ‘5S, Deuteronomy xxi., 10—xxv., 19. 


XXI., 15. Although the Torah permits polygamy, it nevertheless 
holds up monogamy as the ideal. When the institution of marriage is 
first mentioned, man is exhorted to “ cleave unto his wife” (Genesis ii., 24, 
not “his wives ”). The first man is provided by God with only one wife, 
and in the beautiful pictures of domestic life presented in Psalm cxxviii., 3, 
and Proverbs xxxi., mention is made of “ wife,” not wives. Moreover the 
Bible records many instances where the peace of the home was shattered 
through there being two wives; and in the present passage it aims at 
preventing injustice being done to the children of a less favoured wife. 
The terms “ beloved” and “hated” in this verse must be understood in a 
relative sense, and not absolutely. It does not necessarily mean that all 
the husband's love is given to one wife and the other is actually hated. 
The “ beloved” wife is merely the favourite. A similar usage of the 
terms will be foundin Genesis xxix., 30f. ; Ezekiel xvi., 37; Malachii., 2f. 

Verse 16. Previous to this enactment, it was apparently in the power 
of the father to ignore the sequence of birth in allocating his property to 
his children. Thus Abraham passed. over Ishmael, and Jacob assigned 
the birtlifight to Joseph instead of his eldest son, Reuben, as is explicitly 
stated in 1 Chronicles v., 1. 

Verse 17. “A double portion.” This phrase is commonly mis- 
interpreted and understood as implying that the firstborn receives twice 
as much as each brother. The Sifre quotes Genesis xlviii., 22, “‘ Moreover 
I have given to thee (Joseph) one portion above thy brethren,” and takes 
the last word in acollective sense, viz., recognising Joseph as his firstborn, 
Jacob assigned to him twice as much as to all his other sons. Accordingly, 
we must think of the inheritance as divided into three lots, the firstborn 
taking two-thirds and the rest of the brothers sharing the remaining third. 
It must be remembered that upon the firstborn would devolve the care o2 
his mother ani unmarried sisters. : 

“Ofall that he hath.” This translation is inadequate and obscures 
the force of the original. Obviously the sons could not share what the 
father did not possess! The Hebrew is literally, “in all which will be 
found to him,” and these words can only refer to residuary property at 
the time of the owner's death. The father was not precluded from 
making a gift during his lifetime to a particular son. 

“The first-fruits of his strength.” Thesame phrase is used of Reuben 
(Genesis XLIX., 3) and is also found in Psalm LXXYVIII., 51, CV., 46. It 
seems to indicate a belief that the personality of the father was present 
in the firstborn to a greater degree than in the children born subsequently. 

Verse 18. The death-penalty had previously been ordained when 
a son struck (Exod. XXI., 15), or cursed (ibid. 17, Levit. XX., 9) his parent. 
The Sifre deduces from the word “ son” that the law does not apply to a 
daughter, and only to a son who was nolongera minor. It also points 
out that the disobedience referred to here must be understoo] in the light 
of what is mentioned in verse 20. It does not mean that if he refused to 
carry out an unimportant order, he was punished with death; but we are 
tosuppose that he was leading a vicious life which classed him as “a 
glutton and drunkard,” and all their efforts to reclaim him proved 
unsuccessful. 


“Though they chasten him.” The Rabbinical interpretation of the 
phrase is that they must chastise and warn him in the presence of three 
people, since his sense of shame would be more readily touched,in such 
circumstance:. If he then failed to reform, the presumption was that 
he was incorrigible and would sooner or later commit a serious crime and 
incur the punishment of death. It was, therefore, thought better to 
deprive him of life before he went to that extreme. 

“Elders of his city.” Tae pronoun is noteworthy, since we might 
have expected “their (the parents’) city.” The purpose of the pronoun 
is to indicate that the sinner had not only wronged his parents, but had 
shown himself unworthy of membership in the city. He was a danger to 
its welfare and must be suppressed, ' 
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Progressive Judaism. 


CONFERENCE IN BERLIN. 


An International Gathering. 


IMPORTANT ADDRESSES. 


BERLIN. 


The Conference of the World Union for Progressive Judaism 
opened here on Saturday, with a special service at the New 
Synagogue, Oranienburgerstrasse. ‘his is the second International 
Conference held since the founding of the Union, the first having 
been held two years ago in London. It is appropriate that the 
venue of the gathering should be Germany which may be said to 
be the country to which Reform Judaism owes its birth. Of the 
Synagogues in Berlin, six belong to the “ Liberal’ Jewish com- 
munity; there are two ‘Liberal’ Synagogues under private 
control, and there is one Reform Synagogue. The “Liberal” 
Synagogues here however, are not nearly as unorthodox as those in 
London. It is the Reform community here which corresponds more 
closely to that of the London “ Liberals.” The number of delegates 
and official visitors from countries other than Germany is over 200, 
of whom quite one third are women, 


At a dinner given to the delegates on Friday by the Berlin B'nai 
B'rith, a speech of welcome was delivered by Dr. BAECK, the Chairman 
of the German Federation of Rabbis. Dr. MONTEFIORE responded. A 
lunch was also given to the delegates by the official Jewish Community of 
Berlin, over which Mr. GERSHON SIMON presided. Mr. Simon is himself 
an orthodox Jew. He expressed the hope that the Conference would 
result in much good for Judaism as a whole.

A congregation of some 3,000 worshippers attended the Service on 
Saturday morning, the preacher for the occasion being Rabbi Dr. Selig- 
mann. Dr. Claude Montefiore and Rabbi Mattuck were called up to the 
reading of the Law, and the'Rev. M. L. Perlzweig was given Gelilah. The 
Service was like a United Synagogue Service in England except for 
curtailment of a considerable portion of the passages from the Prayer 
Book. The two sexes are not allowed to sit together; the rulethat the 
head must be covered is also strictly adhered to, while Talitim were 
worn by some members of the Congregation. 

In the afternoon a reception was accorded the delegates. In the 
evening ‘the Conference was opened in the hall of the Preussischen 
Herrenhaus Leipzigerstrasse, the old Prussian House of Lords. There 
‘were nearly 1,009 people present. The meeting opened with a prayer 
by Rabbi Dr. Blumenthal.. Dr. Montefiore presided, and among 
those on the platform were Miss Lily Montagu and Dr. Mattuck. 
Dr. MONTEFIORE expressed his thanks for the honour conferred 
upon him of asking him to preside at that opening session. He 
welcomed the delegates and visitors to the Conference, and expressed 
his thanks for the presence of the representatives of various organisations 
and the representative of the German Reich. 

An address of welcome was given by Mr. HEINRICH STERN, who 


began by quoting the passage : 33 mown orn mt. “God 
made thisday; let us rejoice and be havpv.” He recalled the memory of

& number of the creators of “Liberal” Judaism, inciuding Jacobsoa, 
Zunz, Geiger, and Dr. Israel Abrahams. He paid a glowing tribute te 
Dr. Montefiore and to ths Hon. Lily Montagu, whom he characterised as 
the heart and sou! of the Movement. 

The gathering substantiated this tribute by loud and prolonged 
applause. 

Dr. STERN then read out the text of the record conferring on Dr. 
Montefiore honorary membership of the German Union for “ Liberal” 
Judaism. 

Among those who replied was a representative—a non-Jew—of the 
German Foreign Office, who said he was entrusted with the pleasant 
mission of offering the assembly the greetings of the Reich Government, 
aud of the Prussian authorities id Berlin. 

Rabbi Dr. SeLiGMANN, President of the Union of “Liberal” Rabbis 
in Germany, then presented Dr. Monteflore with a festival volume, 
compiled in his honour on the occasion of his seventieth birthday, con- 
taining essays by some of the leading men in the “Liberal ” Jewish 
Movement. 

Dr, MONTEFIORE expressed his thanks. 

Che ‘lion. LILY MowTaet read a communication from Mr. Ludwig 
Vogelstein, President of the Union of American Hebrew Congregations, 
in which he wrote that the large representation from America showed 
how big a place “ Liberal” Judaism holds in America. He extended an 
invitation to them to hold the third Conference of the World Union for 
Progressive Judaism in the United States. “ Liberal ” Judaism, he said, 
threw off the medicval fetters of Orthodoxy, it linked up the discoveries 
of science with religion, and it established friendship with the non- 
Jewish world, their religion constituting their sole point of difference. 

Iteports were submitted for the following countries represented on 
the World Union: America, by Rabbi Dr. Enelow, the President of the 
Central Conference of American Rabbis; England, by Dr. Mattuck, and 
by representatives of Germany and France. 

‘The Progress of Reform Judaism in America. 

Dr. ENELOW, who is the Rabbi of the Temple Emanu-El, New York, 
Said that there were those who affirmed that in recent years Reform 
Judaism in America had gone backward, ratherthan forward. Evennominal 
followers of Reform Judaism had been known_to accept it as teue, and 
thus to take a gloomy view of the future of Sy ane Judaism. However, 
one need not deceive oneself with too facile an optimism, and yet realise 
that Reform Judaism in America had been advancing rather than retro- 
grading. Because within its owa camp there had been no decrease 
of growth and activit On the contrary, all over their country Reform 
congregations Were nu tiplying and extending their work, and growing in 
membership. It was trne that Reform congregations were not as con- 
Spicuous on the American horizon as they were some twenty 


years aio. They shared the fleld of visfin with other Jewish 
Organisations which had sprung up in the interval. Reform 
Judaism rejoice! in the flourishment of Judaism, whatever leaves and 


flowers its eternal tree might put forth. Many new temples were being 
built all over the ianld. No less important was the progress Reform 


Judaism in America was making through the influence it was exerting 
beyond what was sometimes regarded as its own camp or sphere. Yet 
true Reform cou! never be satisfied with outward appearances. Among 


them there was many a spectacle cf activity which might mean spiritual 
deterioration rather than advancement, though they might be the very 
ones enjoying temporarily the benefits of publicity and popularity. Noise 
was ‘not necessari'y Koligion, nor did a iot of fuss spell invariably a 
furtherance of faith » col anot geburah—as Moses told Joshua when 
the Israelites first mistook jazz around the golden calf for Judaism: “the 
voice of shouting |. not Strength or Godliness.” Nevertheless, there were 


certain phenomens ich he believed they had a right to regard as signs of 
genuine progress. Liaittheirlaity was now becoming more active on behalf 
of Roform Judaism wasa siga of progress. They saw it in the more energetic 
activities of the Union of American Hebrew Congregations, in the 
various sisterho> ls brotherhoods of the temples, in their young people's 
societies, and other various organisations. Even more important was the 
latter-day expansion of (be educational programmes of their congregations,

Rabbi Dr. Vos LIN, of Breslau, speaking on “ Liberal” Jadaism 
jin Germany, said that they in Germany were united since 1907, into the 
“Vereinigung fir dis liberale Judentum in Deutschland,” The object 
of their organisation was to spread the true ideas of Jewish Liberalism, 
and to mike them efoctive in the life of the Congregations. The 
Vereinigung incladel ia thiehy-seven local organisations about 54,000 
members. not counting the newly created Union of “ Liberal” Jews ia 
Hanover where for the first time the “ Liberal ” elements combined and 
asked for modificatSas in ths service in order to prevent the total 
religious decay of that famous old congregation. He also referred to the 
Union of Rabbis which, he said, decided on March 27th, 1927, to leave to 
each individual member the responsibility of forming his own opinions 
about Zionism. 

“Liberal” Judaism in Engiand. 

Rabbi De. MATTUCK, in the course of his paper on “ Liberal " Judaism 
in England, began by tracing the nurrerical growth of the movement in 
England. That growth, he said, showod itself in the attendances at their 
services, although, he added, there was still the problem of the large 
number who did not attend the regular services, or attended only occa- 
sionally. Dr. Mattuck also briefly recorded the attempt which he said they 
were making to revive Synagogue attendance on the Festivals. He went 
on to say thag the official opposition to the *' Liberal” Jewish. organisa- 
tions seemed to have subsided. That need not mean, he added, any 
greater friendship for “* Liberal” Judaism on the part of those who had 
been opposed to it, but perhaps a realisation of the futility of the attacks. 
Some who had sincerely believed that ‘‘ Liberal” Judaism represented 
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adangerous movement in Judaism, now realised that their belief was 
wrong, having been brought to that realisation by its growing power and 
influence among those, especially the younger men and women, who had 
shown no interest in Jndaism. The opportuulities for co-operation with 
other sections of the community were, therefore, increasing ; and they 
took a share with others in Communal works where their distinctive 
interpretation of Judaism receivé d fall recognition. They had refased 
to co-operate when co-operation would have obscured their principles 
but they had welcomed and did welcome every opportunity of official 
co-operation when they could conscientiously give it. Dr. Mattuck, 
under the heading of “Some of our Problems,” said: “In the first 
place, there is the problem of communal loyalty. Through the 
education of the children, the feeling of communal loyalty might be 
strongly established. But often Jewish children receive their religious 
instruction privately, so that the help which comes from early 
associations with a Jewish group is denied them. In this problem lies 


perbaps the greatest danger to Anglo-Jewish life. ‘* Liberal’ Judaism 
meets it in some measur. by giving a presentation of Judaism 
which attracts persong! loyalty; Judaism as a _ personal religion 
goes far to make the Jew loyal to the community of Israel. 
But that loyalty needs the help of communal associations, 
The social relations between Jews and non-Jews sometimes lead to 
marriages between them. Often the non-Jew became a Jew. He 


believed that the anthorities of the Orthodox gection of the community 
had adopted a policy of discouragement aod hindrance to prospective 
proselytes. The ‘Liberal’ Jewish Synagogue required them to study 
the principles of Judaism and the history of the Jews. In many cases 
men and women who had attached themselves to Judaism in such 
circumstances had proved themsclves deeply loyal to our faith. On the 
other hand, sometimes the result was not so happy. The nutnber of such 
cases made the question of p.oselytism a real problem forthem. ‘The 
attitude of the Enywlish Jew to his religion,” said Rabbi Mattuck, “seems 
to have changed considerab y in the past twenty-five or thigty yeats. The 
strict adherence to traditional Jewish practices for which He was known, 
is largely a thing of the past. It may be said of the large majority of 
English Jews, even of those who belong to Orthodox synacogues, that 
they are no longer observant. Membershio in a synagogue is a mere 
formality for many, who do not think of Judaism asa living religion with 
a@ direction for the way of life.

\NINGLESS ATTITUD! 


. TO JUDAISM 


is a habit of mind which‘ Liberal’ Julaism cannot always successfully 
overcome, even in those who c>me to it; but to overcome it and put an 
expressive loyalty in its place is our chief task. To revive Jadaism asa 
personal and communal spiritual force —that is the problem of problems. 
We think that ‘ Liberal’ Judaism can solve this problem in a large 
measure. The comparative lateness of its establishment in England has 
increased the difficulty. Our chief hope lies in influencing exist- 
ing congregations rather than in establishing new onés. There is many a 
congregation in England that would, I venture to think, modify its ser- 
vices if it were not’pPractically prevented fron»doing so by an Act of Parlia- 


ment. Anglo-Jewry, we feel, needs *‘ Liberal’ Judaism; the religious pro- 


blems will not altogether be solved by it, but some part of them will.” 
Dr. Mattuck spoke of the sigos of progress in the Community generally, 
and siii that there was clear evidence of a desire for a change. Some 
attemipts at progress had lately been made in the chief Orthodox organisa- 
tion such as to give Women a voice in the management of the Synagogue. 
Though all these attempts were defeated they revealed the presence of 
progressive tendencies. Thedesire for a molernisation of Judaism and 
ofthe Synogogue services had grown considerably in the past ten or 
fifteen years. The current of Anglo-Jewish religious thought was certainly 
moving towards religious” Liberalism.” ‘“ Oaraim,” said Dr. Mattuck, “is 
not only a different form of Judaism but a different conception of Judaism, 
&@ conception in which progress shall hold a central and guiding position. 
Such a conception is dificult to maintain; it requires knowledge and 
thought on the part of all the adherents of our movement. ‘ Liberal’ 
Judaism cannot live its best, or attain to its best, withouta Jewishly 
educated laity. An educated laity has always been a part of Jewish 
life ; for * Liberal’ Judaism it is anecessity. It isnot too much to say that 
’ Liberal’ Judaism depends on the education of theJew. To give oppor- 
tunities for this education is not asecondary buta primary function of the 
modern synagogue ; and a large part of its task is to make:its adherents 
realise the need for it. ‘Liberal’ Judaism must aim for a syna- 
gogue that shall represent a diversified life. That is a return to the first 
days of the synagogue, but it also means a development. And that is 
characteristic of much of “ L'beral” Judaism, a return to the past with 
an enrichment from the present. Tradition gives it stability, progress 
gives it life. The synagogue must be in constant contact with progressive 
thought. If we succeed in holding fast to thea belief in progress, and if 
by education we can give Jews Jewish guides to progress, we shall, I 
believe, succeed in giving to our ancient religion an ever new and radiantly 
fresh life.” 

Reports were also submitted from the following countries in which 
the World Union bas correspondents intereste1 in Progressive Judaism : 


Sweden, Roumania, Belgium, Czecho-Slovakia, Poland, South Africa, 
Australia, and Austria. 


Sunday's Proceedings. 

On Sunday morning a service was held in the Reform Synagogue, 
Johannisstrasse, the Preacher being Miss Lily Montagu. In the course 
of her address, Miss, Montagu considered the relations between organised 
and personal religion. It was, she said, the fashion to-day to decry 
organised religion; but organised religion affects our point of view and 
gives to our Religion its characteristics, indced makes it possible. There 
were certain things, she said, which we get out of organised religion which 
feed our personal religion. If our life is to be a Jewish life, it is not 
enough for us to say that we believe theoretically in righteousness, truth, 
love and beauty. We must actually express these beliefs in our life. 
Our fathers laid stress on conduct, and it was that emphasts of theirs 
which directed our thoughts into activity to-day. It was because of what 
we had been taught about the unity of God that we to-day felt that the 
whoie of life must be consecrated, body, mind aud soul; because the 
Creator is One and indivisible an expresses Himsolf in His creation. 


‘ Organised religion, she asserted, was a necessary background. 


The teachings contained in our ceremonials emphasised right living. If 
they did not do this, they would be of no value at all. Indeed, there 
would be no value in services and symbols, unless these gathered together 
and kept in all purity and beauty the helps to right living. Personal 
religion could be suggested and nourished by organised religion. But this 
result could not be effected automatically. Organised religion itself is made 
up of scraps of personal retigion, and we must make our contribution to the 
spiritual possessions which will form the inheritance for succeeding ages. 
Yet there 
were numbers of people who said that they did not want organised 
religion. The result in nine cages out of ten among ordinary people was 
a loss of their sense of consecration. They lost their interest in Prayer. 
They lost their sense of Jewish social obligation. They became indifferent 
and careless and worshipped their own little whims and fancies, their 
own material advancement. Of course, there were rare souls who still 
led the most intensely spiritual lives without any organised help what- 
ever. But they were really so rare as not to be counted more than one 
ina hundred. She admitted that there were numbers of average people 
who, without any allegiance to the fellowship of Jews, retained something 
ofthe religious side of life, even while they lost most of it. But they 
must ask themselves whether they would care to possess or transmit a 


Ateebler, attenuated faith which lacked the blessing of virility which a 


living Judaism gave. 
At eleven o'clock the proceedings were continued, the Chairman 
being Mr. A. Leo Weil, of Pittsburgh. The first paper to be read was by 


Dr. Leo Baeck, Professor at the Lehranstait fiir die Wissenschaft des 
Judentums (Berlin). 


“Liberal” Judaism and Modern Life. 


Dealing with the subject of “ The Message of ‘ Liberal * Judaism for 
Modern Life,” Dr. BA®BcCK said that “ Liberalism” in Judaism wished to 
look upon the problem and tasks of the Jews from a point of view 
embracing the whole world. The special idea of the “ Liberal” Jew was 
that he always bore in mind the welfare of the whole of humanity, so 
that, while considering the personal and specific Jewish questions, he 
took into consideration the whole of mankind. The danger of other 
tendencies ;was that Jewish thoughts and ideas were likely to become 
limited to their own Jewish circles, and thas would probably lose their 
universal character. On the other hand the “Liberal” Jew ran the 
risk of losing himself and of gradually sliding into a vague nniversality ; 
and so the feeling of his owff«haracteristic features would disappear. 
“ Liberalism ” had always cained#round at times when Jews and Judaism 
had associated in thought wit Aanity, and not during those centuries 
of narrow. mindedness when felt divided and separaicd. So the 
nineteenth century had aga pught this “ Liberalism.” Even the 
Ghetto had a broadminded tendency, but it was transcendantal and 
mysterious and .of the other world. The danger of that period 
of exclusiveness was that people only thought and lived among 
and for their institutional religious life, or in mystic dreams. The 
danger of “Liberalism” was ihat, while considering humanity 
and universal welfare, its feeling for the communal life as well as 
the sense of mystery—which meant the sense of that which Was 
above us—might be lost. The “Liberal” Jew must be much more 
religious than any other Jew. “Liberalism” told everybody that 
Judaism meant the spirit of humanity. Consequently, much broader- 
minded views were demanded from the “ Liberal” Jew than from other 
Jews. “Liberalism,” considered each one in his commnnity and among 
his people, as well asin the family of nations. Through this a stronger 
sense of his responsibility, of his tasks, was demanded from each and 
every “Liberal” Jew. Threefold was therefore the demand: active 
and pergonal religiousness, broadmindedness, knowledge of the value of 
Judaism—fhat was Liberal” Judaism. . 

Dr. C. G. MONTEFIORE read a paper on “ The Importance of ‘ Liberal’ 
Judaism for te Religious Life of the Individual.” Dr. Montefiore’s 
paper will be printed-in fall in THE JEWIsH CHRONICLE SUPPLEMENT, 
which will be published with next week's issue }. 

In a Paper on “Iadividual and Institutional Religious Life,” Rabbi 
Dr. DAVID PHILIPSON said that the philosophy of the Reform Movement 
was stillappicable to present conditions and expressed the essence of 
the ins:itutional religious life. As in all established religions, these two 
aspects had existed side by side in Judaism throughont history. The 
institutional character was exemplified also by the Siddur, which wasa 
community liturgy. The protest of the individual! religious need found 
expression in the Tachnun. Chassidism furnished another instance of 
the protest of individual religion against the rigoristic legalism of official 
codified Jujlaism. Althonvgh entirely disgimilar in development, a similar 
impetus gave rise to Chassidism and to “ Liberal” Judaism, namely, the 
longing of the individual religious life for spiritual expressicn and nourish- 
ment. “ Liberal” Judaism, declared Rabbi Philipson, was the assertion of 
the right of private individual judgment ggainst the claims of entrenched 
authority. 

In the course of his paper on “ Social Life as Influenced by ‘ Liberal’ 
Judaism,” Rabbi Dr. LEHRMAN said that the essence or Liberalism con- 
sisted in the maintenance of absolute freedom of thought which had yet to 
be raised above al! local and temporal limitations.to the plane of universal 
humanity~—its only pledge of eternity. The idea must be chained neither 
by mythological imagery nor by dogmatic formulas; butit must have the 
capacity to develop in pure reason with the progress of thought and 
and ecviture. The essence of Judaism consisted in its individuality, its 
purely spiritual, its purely ethical idea of God—the One and only 
God, the highest, the only ethical ideal. The only worship which 
corresponds to this ideal was ethical action proceeding from the heart. 
The greatest social act of Judaism, the Sabbath for servants, could only be 
of real benefit if account was taken of economic conditions. They must 
aim at spiritual rest, alike in Synagogue and in the family, on the day and at 
the hours when work ceased, 


Business Session. 
The business session on Sunday afternoon over which Rabbi Dr. 
MATTUCK presided, was open only to delegates. 
The Constitution which provides for a Board of Governors to be 
elected by the World Conference, and a larger Council to be appointed by 
the constituent organisations in the various countries was adopted 
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for the last two years were carried unanimously. Miss LILY MONTAGU 
moved the adoption of the report, and the Treasurer, Mr. Turk, of 
London, presented the balance-sheet. 

The Rev. M. PERLZWEIG (London) moved: “That when funds are 
available the Governing Body be empowered to engage a representative, 
to send to any country from which a request has come to them for help 
in establishing a ‘ Liberal’ Jewish Organisation.” 

In moving his resolution, Mr. Pin.zweic stressed the fact that nothing 
in the way of aggressive propaganda was contemplated fora moment. lt 
was outside the functions of the world Union to attempt to divert the 
allegiance of orthodox Jews who sincerely believed in their religion. But 
he felt that there were nospiritual boundaries separating the Jews of one 
country from another, and they must make an effort to shoulder their 
Spiritual responsibilities. If the World Union had the resources, the 
Governing Body would be in a position to help in whatever way condi. 
tions permitted, that was to say either by sending a trained investigator 
or organiser, or by priating literature in the languages of the various 
countries. ~ 

Dr. BRESLAUER seconded the resolution, which was supported by 
Miss Lity MonTaGu. She had been convinced, she said, of the need of 
action being taken in the near future to prevent a large number from 
drifting into indifferentism or atheism. 

Dr. MATTUCK presented the report of a Committee which had been 
set up to consider the possibility of publishing a journal six times a year 
dealing in a popular way with the fundamental questions underlying 
* Liberal”’ Judaism. On the motion of Dr. ELBOGEN, seconded by Dr. 
MORGENSTERN, it was agreed to take the necessary steps for the publica- 
tion of such a periodical. 

Mr. LEON BREGMAN, of Warsaw, gave a report of the position of the 
Jews in that country, and in doing so pointed to the danger which was 
already beginning to manifest itself in the number of Jews who were 
driftinginto atheism. He urged that steps should be taken to bring to their 
notice a form of Judaism which was acceptable to modern men and women. 


Zionist Fropaganda at the Conference. 

An incident occurred during to-day’s sitting, in which the question of 
Zionist propaganda is concerned, wires our correspondent. Some time 
ago the JUEDISCHE RUNDSCHAU —the official organ of the Zionist Organisa- 
tion in Germany—decided to publish a special number dealing with the 
relationship of Zionism and “ Libera!” Judaism and the significance of the 
World Congress. 

W hat happened at the Conference here this (Sunday) morning, was as 
follows: A minor official of the German Union of “ Liberal” Jews, put difi- 
culties in the way of the proposal to distribute a copy of the paper to the 
delegates. In view of the fact that all other organisations had been granted 
permission to distribute literature, the Rev. Mr. Perlzweig, who, as is 
well known, is the Hon. Secretary of the English Zionist Federation, 
went to see the President of the Union of “ Liberal” Jews, Dr. Heinrich 
Stern, as well as Dr. Montefiore and Dr. Mattack. Mr. Perlzweig informed 
these gentlemen that the President of the Union of German Rabbis had 
authorised him to speak on his behalf and they all agreed to the distribu- 
tion of this special number of the paper. Dr. Stern, although hitself an 
anti-Zionist, said he felt that in view of the distribution of other material 
this Zionist propaganda should be permitted. | 

The Chairman, Mr. A. LeO WEIL announced during the morning 
session, that as a result of the private discussions which they had had, 
copies of the paper were being distributed, but that in order to avoid 
misunderstanding, he would read a declaration which the Chairman, Dr. 
Mattuck had made at the first international conference of “ Liberal” Jews 
in London two years ago to the effect that the Union had no official 
attitude towards the subject of Zionism and its compatibility or incom- 
patibility with “ Liberal” Judaism. As a matter of fact, | am told that 
about 800 copies of the paper have been distributed. 

The JUEDISCHE RUNDSCHAU, in an editoriai in its special Conference 
number, states : 


“ Liberalism” was at the outset not only a religious movement, but a 
political tendency. It arose not from an inner need, but from an outward 
opportunistic move, and therefore it sought to push aside the elemental! national 
forms of life, and perceiyed in the emphasis on Jewish national life a danger to 
Jewish equal rights within the State and to the fruits of emancipation. 
This political viewpoint placed it in opposition to Jewish nationalism. If we 
Zionists (the RUNDSCHAU concludes), welcome to-day a world conference of 
“ Liberal " Judaism in Berlin, this fact itself points toa change in the situation. 
The “Liberalism” which opposes Zionism and which is -to-day perhaps 
dominant in the official organisation, is a false “ Liberalism.” But a 
religious movement which brings strength to Jewish faith and the sense of 
Jewish community and thus helps to strengthen those forces which have to 
build the Jewish future, can be our ally. 


Monday's Proceedings. 


Monday morning's session, presided over by Mr. J. Blau, was devoted 
to a Jewish discussion on Sunday's Papers. 

Mr. ISAAC W. BERNHETM said that our faith must cease to be a tribal 
religion. Jews were not a nation, and “ Liberal” Jews were determined 
not to isolate themselves in Palestine. They were utterly opposed and 
would never willingly or otherwise subscribe to Israel’s identification 
with a national polity or culture; nor would they recognise in any form 
a flag or national hymn otherwise than the ones of the lands in which 
they lived, where they had struck root, had assumed the duties of 
citizenship and had merged for generations in the great mass of their 
fellows. They would never allow any man or set of men to lead them 
astray by sentimental and transient humanitarian appeals, to endorse a 
movement like Political Zionism, which gave the lie to all the preachings 
of the Prophets. 

Dr. M. GALLINER, of Berlin, declared that in the matter of education 
they did not intend to separate Jewish youth from those of their fellow 
countrymen. 

Dr. SAMUEL SCHULMAN, of New York, said that in America they had 
too much “ Liberalism ”"-—-so much so that the Judaism of certain extreme 
“Liberal ” Jews was being watered down till it was hardly distinguish- 
able from anything else. 

Mrs. OLLENDORFF dealt with the task of their womenfolk and the 
responsibility which devolved upon,them in the upbringing of their 
children. 


Mr. I. H, Herscu, M.A., of Cambridge, in the course of his cagiribu* 


tion to the discussion, said that “ Liberalism ” was not sectarian, and one 
of the dangers which he foresaw was that it would begin to em phasise 
differences. It was a dangerous thing to talk about the difference betweea 
profession and practice. 

Dr. Max Wtener, of Berlin, said it was unimportant whether they 
had more or less Ilebrew, as were any such questions. The real crux of 
the question was the life question of religion. 

Dr. Moncexerern, of America, the Principal of the Hebrew Union 


’ College, said: ‘' The task of ‘ Liberal’ Judaism is to interpret the past, te 


interpret Jewish tradition, Jewish history, and Jewish life in terms of the 
present and in terms of the fatare, so that there shall be an unbroken 
chain of historic development from the past, through the present, and 
into the future—into the distant endless ages.” Their task as “ Liberal” 
Jews was not toem phasise the principle of separatism, but to preserve whas 
he might ca!! the individnality, the uniqueness of Judaism. 

Dr. HEINnIcH Steen (Berlin) said that there must be some sort of 
guidance and authority as to how the ceremonies should be kept. 

How to Give the Message of “ Liberal” Judaism. 


In the afternoon the subject “ How to Give the Message of ‘ Liberal * 
Judaism.” was dealt with, In the course of her Paper dealing with the 
subjectof “ Liberal” Judaism in the Home, the Hon. Lily H. Montagt said 
that we must idealise the inatriage contract if we are to spiritualise our 
homes anew. To day many Jewish marriages were little better than busi- 
bess contracts, cven though they were usually hallowed in the Synagogue. 
We must bring home to our young people the degradation of thy 
married state, unless it be sanctified by love aud religious responsibilit¢. 
If from the start, a home is founded on this sense of responsibility, 
the children will be drawa to age teaching of “Liberal” Judaism. 
The Hebrew prophets conceivel and gave to the world the peace ideal. 
Allegiance to this ideal could be fostered in the home. If some of them 
liked to discard the mecentah from their door-posts they must surely not 
discard the teaching which it wasinten led to symbolise. The love of God 
Written ou their door posts and on their gates must reflect within 
the home. Violence audi strife -were inconsistent with this ideal. The 
children who were educated in Jewish homes must have no faith in these 


wethods. Fifty years ag) children were taught torecite prayers at various 
times aud seasons [t was their duty to perform these rites, which had 
no Connection with real life, excepting that real life had to be interrupted 
for a while, to make room for prayers. The prayers were recited in a 


perfunctory spirit. No explanation was asked or offered. Girls had an 
casicr time than boys. Less was expects dofthem, bat although giad 
let off some irksome duties, they did not care for the shadow of inferiority 
Which they knew belonged to them on account of their sex To-day much 
of tuis has changed but from many homes prayer Was altogether 
banished. Children are expected to know how to pray when they get 
to the Synacocue l.ven though they may retain some sentimental 
attachment to its traditions, many parents hive lost faith in 
the power of their religion to influence life as a whale. 
It is the primary duty of leaders and teachers to revive that faith. 
As far as home ceremonials are concerned, these can only be valuable it 
they produce 4 

AN ATM rHERE OF HOLINESS IN THE HOME. 

They can only do this, if the parents themselves are prepared to further the 
process 0! adaptation. Lhey must consistently endeavour toapply the teach. 
ing conveyed by the cerem  nials to the actualities of their own homes. This 
mingling of religious idcclism with reality is importaut because some of 
the apathy, which Jews are wont to deplore to-day, is due to the fact 
that in their homes Judaism is 8» often regarded as an externality. The 
faithful observance of home ceremonials may be conducive to discipline, 
and thisfact increases (heir utility. Religious observances shou/d, of course, 
be followed joyously, if they are to be in harmony with the Jewish spirit. 
The Sabbath Eve ce’ebrations help to hallow family life. “I have seen,” 
said Miss Montacu, “in my limited experience the degradation of 
Jewish home life, and | attribute this, in no stwmall measure, to the general 
disregard of the Sabbath Eve observance. But a properly organised 
Sabbath evening at home, giving opportunity to the various members of 
the family to come togother aud enjoy one another's company, is a source 
of real delight. The symbols are fall of spiritual significance. The 
traditional service can be shortened and adapted to the needs of the 
family. No word need be spoken which is not in harmony with modern 
thought. So the family can worship together at least once a week, and 
rejoice together in welcoming the Sabbath. I believe that the observance 
of the Sabbath Eve and of all our holy days through home ceremonials, 
can do much in early childhood to avert disloyalty to Judaism later on. 
But the ceremonies must, of course, not ‘be observed in a perfunctory 
way. They must be loved and valued by the parents. They must 


have a meaning for modern life. The parents must understand and sincerely 


value them, not as ends in themselves, but as aids to right living.” 
The Jew had to maintain the sanctity of every human life. The danger 
of arresting social reform on grounds of expediency, or the need for profit- 
making in all schemes of amelhoration, must be combated by the Jew, who 
believes in the establishment ofthe Kingdom of God of earth. “The 
only hope,” Miss Montagu declared, “of averting the irreparable danger 
of inter-marriage or of conversion for social or material advantages lies, 
it seems to me, in intensifying Jewish life in the home, and connecting 
this life with service in the general community.” 

“Tam wondering,” said Rabbi GoLDSNsoNn, speaking of a practical 
acceptance of the mission of larael, “ whether the time has not arrived 
for us to ask ourselves the question whether we do not have a direct 
responsibility for the non-Jewish men and women who have altogether 
outlived the Christian theology and conception of life. In every city, 
especially the larger ones, numbers of non-Jews have become unchurched 
and some come regularly to our Temples. Shall not our mission prompt 
us. at least, to make enquiries as to whether, and undef what conditions, 
the fellowship of our faith may be extended to such men and women”? 
I confess that whenever I see in the congregation a group of non-Jews, 
I am troubled in conscience when I ask myself whether they can have a 
share in the prayers that I addres to the Universal Father.” 

The CHAIRMEN of the various special sessions reported to the 
Conference on their respective sessions.

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Norwegian Jewry. 
Consolidation of the Jewish Community. 


[From a Correspondent.) OSLO. 


There are in Osloabout one hundred and fifty Jews, who are registered 
seatholders in the two Synagogues here, and the Community may be said 
to have been in existence a little over ten years. The two Synagogues 
have cost about £30,000. The Community also possesses an up-to-date 
Orphan Asylum, housed in a splendid building and giving protection to 
eighteen waifs. 

Up to the present the management of the two Synagogues respectively 
bas been in entirely different hands. This is because of the stricter 
orthodoxy demanded by one portion of the Community. In view of 
the fact that religious institutions are not subsidised by the State 
in Norway, however, it will be understood that the-maintenancs of two 
synagogues constituted an extremely heavy taxation on the members, 
Times in Norway are none too bright and, as a result, one of the Com- 
munities is no longer able to maintain itself and its synagogue. It is felt 
here generally that it will be much better to seek the way of co-operation 
and Consolidation than to allow the bad position of the one synagogue to 
affect that of the little Community generally. Negotiations are therefore 
proceeding with a view to closing the one synagogue, whereupon there 
will be only one Community, which will go under the name of “ Det 
Masaiske Trosamfund Oslo,” 


Adolf Timjanoff Scores a Success. 


The well-known Yiddish actor, Mr. Adolf Timjanoff, who will be 
temembered for his playing with Jacob Adler at the Pavilion, White- 
chapel, before the War, has recently appeared at Osloin the role of Osher 
Lemal, a Chazan, in Lilien’s “A Moters Harz,” which he has very much 
“created.” Anyway, he scored a great success. 

To a community normally bereft of all such diversions, it can well be 
understood whata joy Mr. Timjanoff's splendid acting was. He was very 
well supported by Yiddish actors and actresses from Oslo, and the 
ensemble gave a very pleasing picture. 

Mr. Timjanoff left Oslo for Manchester, where he was to visit rela- 
tives, but expects to play in London with Mosenthal after his return from 
the United States next year. : 

In the course of a few words your correspondent was able to exchange 
with the actor before he left Os!o, Mr. Timjanoff stated that there was 
now a definite interest in America among certain circles of non-Jews 
concerning the Yiddish theatre and Yiddish literature.

They could not neglect the whole subject, 
for there were very important questions of ritual involved. Of course, 
they all realised that it was the great ideals for which they stood which 
predominated.

Austrian President's Seventieth Birthday. 
> 
A True Friend of the Jews. 
[From our Correspondent. | VIENNA, 


Dr. Michael Hainisch, the President of the Austrian Republic, 
recently celebrated his seventieth birthday. On this occasion he was 
the recipient of many messages of congratulation from Jewish organisa- 
tions throughout the country. Dr. Hainisch has always been a firm 
supporter of the rights of the Jewish people, and has taken an active part 
in all representative Jewish fanctions, as head of the State. He is of 
Jewish origin and is married to a Jewess. 

In the course of an interview the President said that he regarded 
anti-Semitism as something absurd and nauseating in a civilised State. 
“Tt is unstatesmanlike,” he said, “totry to squeeze honest, hardworking 
Jews out of their place in society, which they fill with credit and honour, 
both in the economic and @he cultural spheres, and to seek to deprive 
them of their rights and degrade them into a sort of sécond-rate citizens. 
In a modern State all citizens must have equal duties and equal rights.” 


International Student Service. 
Race Prejudice Problems. 
(COMMUNICATED. } 

The Collaborators’ Conference of the International Student Service 
met recently at Chartres. Its task was to work out a scheme of activities 
for International Student Service during the coming years. A notable 
feature of this programme is the deflection of emphasis from material relief 
work to consideration of development of cultural co-operation between 
students of all races and creeds. 

The Jewish delegation consisted of Mr. Alexander Reich, of Vienna, 
and Mr. Julius Stone, of the Inter-University Jewish Federation of 
@reat Britain and Ireland. Mr. Stone pointed out that the relations 
between Jewish and non-Jewish students called for immediate considera- 
tion. The memorandum was accepted, and Mr. Stone was asked to act 
as rapporteur to a sub-committee to consider Ways and means of 
approaching the Jewish Question. 

The report of the Sub-Committee was adopted by the Commission 
and later by the Conference in plenary session. Its main points are as 
follows. The first, necessity for any approach to the Jewish student 
question is a basis of knowledge of the facts as they exist in the varioug 
countries and of the attitudes of both Jews and non-Jews. The Sub- 
Committee therefore recommend that the first step to be taken should 
be the convening of a smal! Conference of about twenty-five Jewish and 
non-Jewish students. These should be.carefully chosen individuals, and 
should in no wise represent organisations. They should consist of one 
Jew and one non-Jew from all countries concerned. In Eastern Europe 
the non- Jew should be an anti-Semitic student of sincere convictions. 
Each member should come prepared with a statement of conditions in 
his country, containing full statistics and any account of economic and. 
social or historical factors necessary for understanding the position in his 
country. The Conference should then proceed to thrash out in a spirit of 
complete frankness the various aspects of the situation. 

‘it is hoped to arrange a number of talks by eminent Jews on Jewish 
artistic, literary or historical subjects. 

Mré Julius Stone, of Exeter College, Oxford, will be glad to hear from 
anyone who is interested in this work, and would be particularly grateful 
for help in choosing suitable lecturers for the coming Conference. 


Professor Pontremoli's Achievements. 
Nobile’s Tribute to Scientist. 


General Nobile, the leader of the yolar expedition on the “ Italia,” 
has paid a special visit to the mother of Professor Aldo Pontremoli, the 
Jewish member of the expedition, who, it is feared, has been lost in the 
wreck of the “ Italia.” Madame Pontremoli, who is a daughter of the late 
ex-Premier Senator Luigi Luzzatti, is staying in Milan with her sister. 
General Nobile, who has always been an admirer of Professor Pontremoli’s 
scientific work and was on very friendly terms with him, told his mother 
about the important work the Professor did in obtaining the observations 
on the maghetic field of the earth atthe Pole. He expressed his hope 
that it would still be possible to rescue the group who were lost in the 
gondola of the “ Italia.”

important work for the renaissance of Jewry, to defend the rights of the 
Jewish Youth and of all oppressed and to propagate the ideals of universal 
peace. 
¢ The Conference: proclaimed the unity of the Jewish people, its renais- 
sance, the Jewish education of the young, the spreading of a knowledge 

of Hebrew and Jewish history as the cardinal aims of the Union.

Proposed Modification of Law. 


It is learned in Kovno that the Lithuanian Government proposes to 
introduce a modification of the Sunday Closing Law, whicl will enable 
Jews to keep their businesses open for three hours on Sundays. 

The Compulsory Sunday Closing Law in Lithuania has been the 
source of constant complaint by the Jewish population, who claim that 
it has gone very far towards causing the economic ruin of the Jewish 
trading class. A few weeks ago the All-Lithuanian Chamber of Agricul. 
ture adopted a resolution in favour of permitting Sunday trading through. 
out the country, with the exception of the three towns of Kovno, Meme! 
and Poniewisz ; and the hope was then expressed in Jewish circles that 
the recommendation would influence the Government to withdraw or 
modify the Sunday Closing Law. 


Jewish Immigration in South America. 
Hicem Report on Possibilities. 


The Executive of the Hicem met in Berlin last week under the 
chairmanship of Dr. Oscar Cohn and considered the report of the delega- 


tion of the Hicem, which has investigated the possibilities of Jewish. 


emigration to South America. The delegation consisted of Mr. Louis 
Oungre, Director-General of the Ica, Dr. M. Krainin, President of the 
Emigdirekt, and Mr. A. Benjamin, of the Hias. 

The report speaks of the favourable development of South American 
Jewry and the possibilities for absorbing immigrants which exist 
especially in the Argentine and Brazil. Artisans, skilled and unskilled 
workers can always obtain employment in these two countries. Agricul- 
tural workers are specially desirable, and Jewish land workers can be 
placed in the Ica colonies. By the establishment of labour exchanges, 
Savings banks, as well as training workshops and technical and lingual 
courses, the delegation has created the most suitable conditions for 
immigrants, and has enabled the Hicem in South America to improve the 
position of the Jews who have already entered the country, as well as to 
cope with the requirements of a larger immigration. 

The Executive Gecided to approve the delegation’s report and the 
budget proposed by the Directorate for the organisations in Brazil, 
Argentine and Uruguay, as well as a sum of 16,000 dollars as a first con- 
contribution from the Hicem to the various credit institutions. 


Unemployment Among Jews in Russia. 
Jewish Statistics in Trades. 


According to the Moscow EMEss, the rate of unemployment among 
the Jews in Soviet Russia is higher than among the general population. 
Unemployed Jewish workers in the Government trading organisations in 
the cities of the Soviet Union constitute 11.4 percent. of the active Jewish 
population, while among the general popalation the rate of unemployment 
in these classes of workers is only 9 per cent. The proportion of unem- 
ployment among Jews to the general. unemployment is in the Ukraine 
28 per cent., in White Russia 42 per cont., in Moscow 8 per cent., and in 
Leningrad 6 per cent. 

Since 1897, when the last census previous to that of 1926 was 
taken, the proportion of workers and farmers among the Jews has 
increased, while the proportion of traders has decreased. In 1897, 
38.6 per cent. of the active Jewish ~population was engaged in trade; 
3.5 per cent. in farming; 35.4 per cent. were clerks; 6.6 per cent. 
were day labourers. In 1926 workers among the Jewish population 
were 15.3 per cent. in the Ukraine, 16.7 per cent. in White Russia, 8.3 per 
cent. in Moscow, and 13.3 per cent. in Leningrad. There were 17 percent. 
of Jewish clerks in White Russia, 20.6 per cent. in the Ukraine, 50 per 
cent. in Moscow, and 40 per cent. in Lening§ad. Farmers among the 
Jewish population constitute 13.1 per cent. of the total in White Russia, 
and 9.5 per cent. in the Ukraine. Of the Jewish artisan population there 
were in White Russia 26.4 per cent., in the Ukraine 20.6 per cent., in 
Moscow 9.2 per cent. and in Leningrad 9.1 per cent. The proportion of 
Jewish traders was 10 per cent. in White Russia, 13.2 per cent. in the 
Ukraine, 4.9 per cent. in Moscow and 4.5 per cent. in Leningrad. 


The statistics also show that the average duration of unemployment 
among the Jews is higher than among non-Jews. 


Hungarian Fascisti Split. 
Anti-Semitic Basis Repudiated. 

A number of the Hungarian Fascisti have broken away from the 
parent movement because they object to its identification with anti- 
semitism. A meeting of the seceding groups has been held, at which anti- 
Semitism was repudiated, and an independent Hungarian Fascisti Party 
was formed with no anti-Semitic points in its programme. 

The new party represents a break-away from the leadership of 
Deputy Goemboes, the Fascist leader, who favours the gradual elimina- 
tion of Jews from the life of the country. The new movement is regarded 
as due to a desire among a certain number of the Hungarian Fascisti to 
follow the lead of the Italian Fascisti, which does not include anti- 
Semitism in its creed. Mussolini has himself expressed opposition to 


Fascisti movements in various ccuntries which make anti-Semitism an 
Outstanding plank in their programmes. 


“God's Special Race.” 
Interesting Clause in Will. 


The following clause appears in the will of Miss Margaret Mary 
Harriet Foster, of Robert Street, Marrickville, near Sydney : 


“My desire is that the Trustee Co. will realise as far as possible 
and convey any residue of money or effects to the trusteeship of the 
Hon. D. Lgvy, M.L.A., he being a Jew, of God's special race, and that he 
should use it to help any needy Jews, especially any desiring to retura to 
Palestine from this or any other country.” 

As the total estate was proved for only £336 and there were specific 


bequests, the residne is not likely to amount to a very large sum for the 
purposes of the proposed trast.

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World Mizrachi Conference. 
“THE TREE OF JUDAISM.” 
POINTS OF DIFFERENCE WITH ZIONISTS. 


‘From our Correspondent, } 


BERLIN, 


The World Mizrachi Conference was opened on Sunday in Danzig. 
One hundred and forty delegates were present. Tho Schiitzenhans, the 
largest public building in Danzig, in which the Conference was held, flew 
the Zionist flag beside the flag of the Danzig Free State. Mr. Van 
Hammel, the Danzig representative of the League of Nations High Com- 
missioner, delivered a speech of welcome. Representatives of the 
Administration of Danzig, foreign consuls, Rabbis Gold and Teitelbaum 
(from America), Rabbi Meyer Berlin (from Palestine) and many guests 
were present. 

In connection with the Conference Rabbi Segalowitz, of Danzig, and 
Dr. Segal, the President of the Zionist Association in Danzig, visited the 
High Commissioner of the Leaguo of Nations in Danzig, and explained 
to him the objects of the Conference and thé work of the Mizrachi. 

Rabbi Meyer Berlin, resident of the Wor'd Mizrachi Organisation, 
in his address to the Conference. said: “We march together with the 
Zionists. but our final goa!, in addition to building up Palestine, is to 
establish loyalty tothe Torah. It is recognised now by everybody that the 
Mizrachi is the centre of the Zionist Movement. I¢ will pot be long 
before the time comes when the Mizrachi will be recognised not only in | 
its practical Palestine work, but also in the Mizrachi ideal.” 

“We are not a party ; we are Judaism, declared Mr. Gedalia Bublik, 
the President of the American Mizrachi. We are not a branch: weare 
the tree. Weare the trunk of the people. We are not a group living in 
the past, for we believe in Judaism as the life of the present.”’ 

The Presidium consists of Deputy Farbstein and Mr. Gedalia Buablik, 
Presidents: Mr. Hermann Struck, Dr. Federbnschand Rabbi Ostrowski, 
Vice Presidents: and Messrs. Marschack, Neufeld and Bornstein, 
Secretaries. 

A large number of telegrams of greeting were received, including 
messages from the Zionist Executive, Chief Rabbi Kook, the Board of 
Directors of the Keren Havyesod, the Poe! Hamizrachiot America. Rabbit 
Levinthal on behalf of the Luion of American Rabbis, the American 
Young Mizrachi and Womens Mizrachi Organisations, Rabbis Aronsohn 

Uziel of Tel-Aviv, Rabbi Deputy Dr. Nuarok of Riga, Rabbi Herzog 
of Dublin, Rabbi Amiel of Antwerp, Rabbi Hoffman of Frankfort and 
the Mizrachi Organisations of Roumania, Latvia, Switzerland, Hamburg 
and Danzig: 

Rabbi Berlin, in an interview which he gave to the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency, said that the Mizrachi Fund was not in competition with the 
Keren Hayesod. ‘it should rather be regarded as a fraternal fund,” he 
said. “ The Mizrachi does not contemplate breaking off its work for the 
Keren Hayesod, but it takes the view that because of the bad way in 
which affairs have been conducted by the Zionist Executive, the contri- 
butions for the Acren Hayesod are constantly diminishing. At the same 
time the Mizrachi is finding its. tasks in Palestine constantly crowing. 
The number of schools under the administration of the Mizrachi is 
wcreasing, and there is the maintenance of Rabbis, Beth 
Midrashim, ritual baths, etc. Also the purely colonisational tasks of the 
Mizrachi have grown. The Dinzig Conference will, therefore, have to 
pledge the Mizrachi Organisations in the various countries to increase 
their contributions to the Keren Eretz Yisrael. The Conference will. in 
addition, have to declare itself on the general Zionist problems. The 
Mizrachi stands in opposition to the present Zionist leadership. The 
Opposition is based on the gre nods of pra tical work.” 

Un the question of ‘the ext>nsion of the Jewish Agency, Rabbi Berlin 
said that the Mizrachi hopes that the new intellectual and material forces 
which will come as a resuit of the extension of the Jewish Agency, will 
bring great benefits to the Z onist Movement. “The Mizrachi. however,” 
he proceeded, “intends to work to ensure that the democratic principle 
which has been dominant hitherto in the Zionist Organisation shall not 
be submerged. The present leaders of the Zionist Organisation have 
placed the Movement in such a position that its salvation lies in the 
creation of the extended Jewish Avency.” 

An unexpected crisis in the leadership of the Conference, which was, 
however, soon overcome, occurred during Monday's session, when Deputy 
Parbstein, the Polish Mizrachist leader, and Mr. Gedalia Bublik. the 
President of the. American Mizrachi, resigned from the Presidiam because

1OTMIGHTINGALE Lane WANDSWORTH 
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the German delegates and the Young Mizrachi groups demanded secret 
sittings of the Conference, while the American and Polish delegates and 
Rabbis insisted on open sessions. Finally, it was decided that the 
sessions should be open to the public. 

In the general debate Rabbi Ostrowski said that Palestine Jewry was 
dissatisfied with Deputy Farbstein’s oppositional attitude towards the 
Jewish Agency report at the recent Actions Committee meeting in Berlin. 
Dr. Federbusch. of Galicia, criticised the World Central Committee for 
not giving sufficient support to the Mizrachi Hehaluz, and to the religious 
education of the school children. 

At the fourth session, tributes were paid by ex-Deputy Rabbi Brodt 
and Mr. Neufeld to the memory of the late Mr, Samuel Landan, a mem- 
ber of the World Central Committee of the Mizrachi Organisation, who 
died recently in Palestine at the age of thirty-six. 


The young Mizrachi Organisations, Zeire Mizrachi. Hapoel Hamizrachi 
and Heholuz Mizrachi constituted autonomous groups at the Congress. 
At a Conference held prior to the opening of the Mizrachi Conference, 
thirty-six delegates were present; and it was decided to name the new 
colony of the Hapoel Mizrachi in the Valley of Jezreel in memory of the

English Zionist Federation. 
DEBATE ON ACTIONS COMMITTEE. 


Under the auspices of the English Zionist Federation, a public mect- 
ing was held at the Monnickendam Rooms, Great Alie Street, on Tuesday 
evening, when reports on the meetings of the Actions Committee, held in 
Berlin, were submitted by Professor Dr. 8. Brodetsky and the Rev. J. K. 
Goldbloom. 

Councillor M. H. Davis, L.C.C., presided over a large attendance. 
He said that the honour conferred on Dr. Brodetsky by the World Zionist 
Organisation was a great honour to England, and English Jews must see 
that their nominee was not in any way “let down.” No matter what 
their views might be on how Zionist policy should be shaped, they were 
all Zionists at heart, with Zionism as their atm and the restoration of their 
land their ultimate goal. | 

The Rev. J. K. GOLDBLOOM, in the course of an address in Yiddish, 
said that it was in that hall, now known as the Monnickendam Rooms, 
that the late Dr. Herzl, some thirty-one years ago, first spoke to Anglo- 
Jewry of Zionist aspirations; and that twenty years ago, in the same 
hall, Dr. Brodetsky delivered his maiden Zionist speech. Since that 
time Zionism had progressed and had become a world question. Mr. 
Goldbloom gave some impressions of the meeting of the Actions Committee, 
when the matter of the extension of the Jewish Agency was discussed. 
The mostimportant point, hesaid, was whetherthey should decide on the 
partnership of non-Zionists. Not since the problem of Uganda had there 
been so strong an opposition. In all fairness to that opposition, he felt 
inclined to say that their expression was logic:il. They said that they 
had not only a land to build but a Jewish spirit to protect, and, in addition, 
that there was an element of danger in accepting the assistance of persons 
who had declared their Zionist faith. It was none other than a conrftict 
between heart and mind, between feeling and logic. With the ideals of 
the cpposition they could sympathise, but to continue working as expected 
by that opposition would take many years, and there was no time to wait. 
The present powers of the Zionists, in any case, were insufiicient to place 
Eretz Yisrael on an effective basis and it was on the score of imme diaey 
that they had to seek the help ef those non-Zionists, who were ready to 
give them every assistance. In time he felt those non-Zionists would be 
in agreement with their views on the question, and that they would 
become whole-hearted Zionists. 

PROFESSOR BRODETSKY’S POLICY. 

Dr. BRODETSKY, who was greeted with applause, acknowledged the 
welcome received from the audience and the bind tributes paid to him 
by the two previous speakers. He hoped to be ab‘e to say im a year’s 
time. when he would be arraigned in a kind of prisoner's box at the 
Congress, that whatever he had done in his year of office had been 
according to the dictates of his conscience. THE JEWisH CHRONICLE had 
seen fit to herald his appointment to membership of the World Zionist 
Organisation with an implication of a suspicion as to his Zionism. 
Those who had sent bim to the Conference were undoubtedly influenced 
by his views and by his Zionist loyalty. That THE JEWIsH CHRONICLE 
should broadcast to the world suspicions of his Jewish Nationalism 
was not of great importance. It ail depended on the definition 
of Jewish Nationality. Quite a number of Zionists would not be Nationa- 
lists in accordance with .the definition of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 
He was, howéver, entirely in agreement with THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
as to the severe loss that had been oecasioned by the resignation of Dr. 
Eder. He personally felt that the departure of Dr. Eder was a loss to 
Zionism the world over. Although he (Dr. Brodetsky) had been elected 
to fill the vacancy, it did not go to prove that he was nota Nationalist. 
THE JEWISH CHRONICLE suggested that Dr. Weizmann’'s policy would not 
be accepted by Dr. Eder, hence the latter's resignation, and that Dr. Weiz- 
mann had found in him (Dr. Brodetsky) someone whom he could put into 
his waistcoat pocket t> do whatever the Zionist leader wished. He had 
been accused of joining Dr. Weizmann in what someone present at the 
Actions Committee in Berlin had called “his treachery to the Jewish 
People.” He was not a follower of Dr. Weizmann as a person. He 
followed him because he agreed with his policy. When the time arrived 
that he disagreed with that policy, or with the policy of the Executive, 
he would go. “fe did not seek the appointment with which he had been 
honoured. He had hesitated, beeause of the responsibility attached to 
that office. His firm belief was that not only money was needed, but 
that every Jew should be edacated to become a Zionist and interested 
in Palestine. He desired no testimonials for his Zionism. All parties at 
the Berlin meeting were agreed in principle with the extension of the 
Jewish Agency. It was only a question as to the details of the Joint 
Survey Commission report that oceasioned difference of opinion. At the 
last two Congresses, the Ageucy question had been diseussed and debated. 
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The principle of the enlargement of the Agency had been the accepted 
policy of the Zionist Organisation since 1925. The Polish Delegates at 
Berlin had said that the Joint Survey Commisgion report was satisfactory 
and ought to be carried through. That view was supported by the Poale 
Zionists and Revisionists. By forty-one votes out ofa possible fifty-four, 
all shades of Opinion at the Actions Committee meeting affirmed Dr, 
Weizmann as leader. He, for one, would have welcomed the opposition 
going into office. When the opposition parties at Berlin were instructed 
to form a Committee, they failed to do so. 

The CHAIRMAN welcomed Dr. Eder to the meeting and paid a tribute 
to him for his many years service to the Movement. 

Dr. EDER said that now he was unshackled from the reins of office he 
could speak with a sense of freedom. He was in full agreement with Dr. 
Weizmann and his policy, and his resignation was entirely due to personal 
and domestic reasons. The negotiations would, he felt sure, be carried 
through, - His successor, Dr. Brodetsky, possessed remarkable ability ; 
and he was bound to be successful in his new appointment. The 
political outlook in Palestine, added Dr. Eder, was machmore favourable 
now than it had been ten years ago. It was the duty of every Zionist in 
England to do his share in the coming year in the building up of Eretz 
Yisrael. 

Mr, A. LevAY LAWRENCE said that all were indebted to the Rev. 
J. K. Goldbloom and Dr. Brodetsky for their work at the meeting of the 
Actions Committee. He appealed to every one in the audience to become 
a Shekel holder. Ue submitted the following resolutions: 

That this meeting conveys its thanks to the English representatives on the 
Actions Committee for their report ou the re cent@neeting of the Actions Com 
mittee in Berlin: it heartily conyvratulates also Professor Selig Brodetsky on 
his election as a member of the Executive of the World Zionist Organisation. 

That this meeting furthur expresses its satisfaction with the decisions of 
the Actions Committee particulariy with reference to the enlargement of the 
Jewish Agency, and pledges itself to give its fall support to the Executives of 
the World Zionjst Organisation and of the English Zionist Federation and to 
work whole-heartedly in achieving the realisation of the Jewish National Home. 

Mr. M. KLEINMAN seconded the resolutions. 

Mr. A. ABRAHAMS spoke on behalf of tlie Kevisionists. The report 
of the Commission, be said, was in a sense misleading. It gave people 
the impression that unity had been achieved in Zionist ranks. He 
referred to Dr. Weizmaun'’s habit of threatening to resign, whenever 
objection was raised to his views. ‘The time for resignation was only. 
ut the Congresses. No one could deny that the Actions Committee only 
passed the resolutions on the Report under protest. He accused the 
speakers of making false statements ‘cries of No!). The opposition, 
especially the Revisionists, had been in favour of the extended Jewish 
Agency with certain safeguards. . 

The resolutions, on being put by the Chairman, were carried with a 
few dissentients. 

Thanks were accorded to the Chairman on the motion of Mr. L. 
Eisen.

Palestine and the Agency Report. 
From Mr. S. P. ABRAMS, B.A. 


To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—The Report of the Commission of the Jewish Agency has now 
been rammed down the throats of the “ Actions” Committee, and the 
Zionist Organisation has thus agreed (sic) to pay the price demanded by 
the non-Zionists. It is clear that Zionism is making a heavy sacrifice, 
and opinion can differ only as to the extent of the sacrifice. 

On the other hand, no one can say what has been bought. Some 
believe that Zionism has been simply given away. Others may be of 
the opinion of Dr. Weizmann and Mr. Sacher, that it is only being pawned 
to tide over a period of stringency. Certain it is that the usurious terms 
demanded by the commissioners are typical of that sort of transaction. 

We have now reached the stage, after some twenty years of not 
unsuccessful effort, when both Jews and Zionism can only be allowed to 
enter Palestine in homeopathic doses. Surely a strange outcome of our 
alliance with the British Empire and this new alliance with high 
American finance ! 

The Jewish people will think several times before giving a million 
pounds a year, or more as the English Zionist Federation so naively 
insists, to turn Valestine into a tourist centre, and “encourage” (Oh, 
delicious term) adequate hotel facilities. They will give nothing to 
assist in the breaking down of the Jewish National Fund by setting up a 
rival organisation. Nor are they likely to grow enthusiastic over 
“ preparing land for colonisation,” when the land is to be sold to “ settlers 
with means.” Many Jews will hold the view that, at the very first 
financial crisis, this land wil! fall into the hands of investors at ruinous 
prices, and these new landowners caring pot a tittle for the National 
interest will be no better than the former absentee Arab landowners. 
The stress laid upon the “business basis,” with its necessity for an 
immediate adequate return under the threat of “ consolidation,” in every- 
thing appertaining to the settlement of our people on the land, and the 
necessity to provide securities, will convince them that much of their 
million will flow out as milk and honey into the mouths of bankers and 
financiers. 

The Report can be explained as the outcome of two powerful 
sentiments in the minds of the Agency Commissioners. Firstly, there is a 
terror of the “ foreign Jew ” who has been looking to Palestine as a future 
home. Secondly, there is the belief that by making Palestine safe for 
finance, the Jews of the world wili rally to its assistance. 

The “ Actions” Committee made a number of suggestions by which 
it hoped to do something to Kasher the report, but it has attempted the 
impossible. The report is Trefa and its policy will meet with the 
hostility it deserves.—I am, &c.,

CHIEF RABBI MEIR AND THE COMMUNITY ORDINANCE. 


AN ILL-TIMED PROTEST. 
[From our Correspondent. | JERUSALEM, 


A bitter controversy threatens to embroil the whole of the Jewish 
Community, asaresult of the attitude adopted by Chief Rabbi Jacob 
Meir, head of the Sephardi Jewish Community, concerning the Com- 
munity Ordinance. 

Col. Kisch, of the Palestine Zionist Executive, had arranged for Lord 
Plumer to meet the two Chief Rabbis, Jacob Meir and A. I. Kook, and 
the two representatives of the Vaad Leumi (National Council of Palestine 
Jews), Dr. David Yellin and Dr. Jacob Thon, in order that they might 
take official farewell of the retiring High Commissioner. In this way, it 
Was arranged that emissaries of the principal institutions of the Jewish 
Community—lay and religious—would be present at the ceremony. 

€ol. Kisch, introducing the deputation, thankod His Excellency for 
his interest in the Jewish Community during his tenure of office, and 
mentioned that one of the happy results achieved was the promulgation 
of the Knesset Yisracl (Jewish Community) Ordinance. When he men- 
tioned the words Knesset Yisrael, on behalf of which, Col. Kisch stated, 
they had come to take leave of the High Commissioner, Chief Rabbi Meir 
interposed with the protest that he was not present on behalf of Knesset 
Yisrael; he only represented the Sephardi Community, which was not 
joining the official Jewish communal body. 

Dr. Yellin then began a short address, and again, at mention of the 
words Knesset Yisracl, the Rabbi intervened with the same statement 
as before. Dr. Yellin begged the Chief Rabbi to allow him to conclude 
his remarks, mentioning that it was not the time nor the place to enter 
into discussion of a matter which later, doubtless, would be satisfactorily 
solved, The Chief Rabbi refused to listen, and, addressing the High 
Commissioner in French, said in effect that the Sephardi had not and would 
never enter the Anesset Yisrael,.the regulations of which were in 
defiance of the Jewish religion. 

Lord Plumer, replying, thanked the delegation for their good wishes, 
and remarked that the basis of harmonious life among the various sects in 
any community consisted of peaceful relations, tolerance and patience. 
It was evident.that the outburst had made a deep impression upon him. 

Not content with his verbal statement, Chief Rabbi Meir afterwards 
wrote to the High Commissioner to the effect that ‘‘on behalf of the 
Sephardi Community in Jerusalem, on behalf of Rabbi Sonnenfeld and the 
‘Vaad Ha'ir Ha’ Ashkenazi’. (the Agudat Yisrael) and many other Ash- 
kenazim, and on behalf of the Eastern Jewish Communities in Jerusalem,” 
he “strongly protested against the Jewish Community’s Ordinance in 
Palestine, which contained a number of articles ip opposition to the 
Jewish faith.” 

The Vaad Leumi held a meeting the next day, and wrote to the Chief 
Rabbi its very strong disapproval of the incident that had occurred, 
stressing the fact that Rabbi Meir had been the Honorary President of 
the first elected Assembly of Jews in Palestine, and, as one of the Presi- 
dents of the Chief Rabbinate, had conducted negotiations with the 
Government for the enactment of the Community’s Ordinance. It was 
at Rabbi Meir’s initiative, moreover, that the Sephardi Community sub- 
mitted a number of demands, supported by the Vaad Leumi, which were 
later embodied in the Ordinance. . 

It was further pointed out that Chief Rabbi Kook had hailed the 
Ordinance, in the interview with the High Commissioner, as “a factor 
likely in the future to bring about the complete unity of the Jews in 
Palestine.” It was regretted that Chief Rabbi Meir had seen fit to make 
such a statement just at the time when the High Commissioner was 
bidding solemn farewell to the representatives of their Community. The 
Chief Rabbi was asked to rectify the mistake that had been committed, 
He did not, however, even reply. 

It is rumoured locally that Chief Rabbi Meir’s outburst was carefully 
prepared, as can be remarked from the tone of his letter to the High 
Commissioner. His avowed representation of Rabbi Sonnenfeld, it is 
further declared, is probably the result of a pact entered into with the 
Agudat Yisrael during his recent trip to Europe. 

Under the regulations of the Jewish Community's Ordinance, the 
existing institutions—the Chief Rabbinical Council,;the National Council 
of Palestine Jews, and the local Rabbinical Councils—are regognised 
officially until elections are held in accordance with the law. No person 
professing to be an official or in the employ of such institutions can 
remain in office without acknowledging the Ordinance. 

In writing to Chief Rabbi Meir, the Vaad Leumi stressed the fore- 
going fact, and declared that in opposing the Jewish Community 
Ordinance, on which the legal existence of the Chief Rabbinate was based, 
he denied the legal character of that body, and thus had deprived him- 
self of the right to appear as President of the Chief Rabbinate of Palestine

ATTITUDE TO ACTIONS COMMITTEE. 


The spirit in which the Palestine Yishub took the news of the recent 
sensations at the meetings of the Actions Committee with its crisis, 
resignation and return to power of the Executive has demonstrated the 
great change which has set in in Palestine. A few years ago practically 
the whole of the Yiskub trembled at the threat of leaders to resign, and 
the increase or decrease of the Palestine Zionist Budget was a matter of 
vital interest toit. This is not so now. 

The majority of the Yishub is now independent of the Palestine 
Zionist Budget, and the vast influx of private Jewish capital for planta. 
tions during the last eighteen months, a sum which some estimate at 


many hundreds of thousands of pounds, has taught Palestine Jewry not 
to fear a decrease of the Palestine Zionist Budget. 
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There are still many people in the colonies under the care of the 
Keren Hayesod, and among the teachers who are vitally affected by 
changes in the Zionist Budget, but the average man in the street is now 
independent of it, and hence regarded the news of the resignation of the 
Zionist Executive as a political sensation, but not as a crisis which could 
unmake the Yishub. 

The man in the street for bis own economic interests is more concerned 
now with the numerous purchases of plangations by rich American, 
English, Canadian and South African Jews, as well as by Jews from other 
countries, as these purchases not only bring much capital into the country, 
but also create work. 

The Yishub recognises, however, that on a satisfactory Zionist 
Administration and Budget depends the future increase of immigration 
and the growth of the Yishud and Jewish National Home, and it is from 


this angle that it watched the proceedings at the Aclions Committee in 
Berlin.

- man of the Foundation; Dr. E. Leszynsky, Secretary; Dr. J. L.'Magnes, 
Chancellor of the Hebrew University ; and De. Max Sehloessinger. 

The appeal says that the foundations of the building which is being 
erected in conjunction with the Hebrew University in Jerusalem, were 
constructed by the Sole! Boneh and that further building activities are 
being carried out by the Wolffsohn Foundation and the University. It is 
expected that the building will be completed by 1929. 

“The house itself,” says the appeal, “ will bear the name of ‘ Beth 
David Wolffsohn,’ the main reading-room will bear the name of Morris 
and Celia Symonds, and one of the other large rooms will be dedicated to 
the memory of the late Dr. N. Katzenelsohn.” 

In order to complete the building and furnish it, a further sum of 
£P15,000 will be required. '

Sephardi Community in Palestine. 
RABBINATE’S POLICY IN DISPUTE. 
[From our Correspondent.) JERUSALEM, 
The Sephardi Community in Palestine is divided on the question 
which has arisen here in connection with the sudden decision of its Chief 
Rabbi, Rabbi Jacob Meir, to support the Agudat Yisrael against the 
official Community, the Anesset Israel. The majority is anxious for the 
re-establishment of peace between the Chief Rabbi and the l'aad Leumi, 
but some of the influential Sephardim side with the Vaad Leumi in its 
demand for the resignation of the Chief Rabbi if he cannot work in 
harmony with the official Community. It is believed that if Rabbi Meir 


resigns he will be succeeded by Rabbi Uziel (of Tel-Aviv), the well-known 
Mizrachi leader. 


Rabbi Meir has, in an interview, made clear his attitude towards 
the official Community, the Anesset Yisrael. He stated that he had no 
connection with the Agudat Yisrael, and that he only wanted certain 
changes in the constitution of the Knesset Yisrael on religious grounds. 
Otherwise, he was prepared to urge the entry of all Sephardim into the 
Official Community. The incident is now regarded as closed. 


Palestine Jewish Labour Demands. 
NO ASSIGNMENT IN ZIONIST BUDGET. 


A controversy has arisen in certain Labour circles in Palestine 
awl the Palestine Zionist Executive om account of the neglect 
inthe Budget passed by the Actions Committee in Berlin of the needs of 
Labour in Palestine. The Palestine Labour Cultural Commission sent its 
representative to,;Miss Henrietta Szold, a member of the Zionist 
Executive, to make application for a sum of £4,800 allocated in the 
Actions Committee’s Budget for the work of the Commission. Miss Szold 
replied that there is no such assignment in the Budget. 

The position appears to be that in the course of the Actions Committee 
meeting, a resolution was carried to increase the Budget submitted by the 
Executive by a sum of £42,000, which raised it'from £527,200 to £569,200. 
Among the items for which this additional sum of £42,000 was to be 
allocated, was one of £4,800 forthe Labour Cultural Commission. Before 
the voting was taken, however, Mr. Van Vriesland, the Treasurer of the 
Palestine Zionist Executive, made a statement on behalf of the Executive 
to the effect that the Executive hoped that it would be possible through 
the united endeavours of all members of the Actions Committee, and all 
Keren Hayesod workers, in collaboration with the Executive, to increase 
the revenue. The Executive would, however, carry (into effect the 


increases decided on by the Actions Committee only in so far as the 
revenue would allow.

About Books. 


“THE GHETTO MESSENGER,” by Abraham Burstein (Bloch Publishing 
Company, New York; 2 dollars), contains a series of short stories 
selected from those published over a period of six years in the Sunday 
English page of the New York JPWist DAILY News. (Several stories of 
“Abie the Messenger Boy” were published in England in the JEWISH 
WorLp). Abie, a seventy-year-old messenger “boy,” who lived no one 
seemed to know where, and who never even in his most expansive 
moments owned to being older than forty-eight, was em] loyed in deliver- 
ing telegrams from a local office in a Jewish neighbourhood. A familiar 
figure in alleys and byways, In tenements and in stores, this messenger 
“boy,” old in years but young in spirit, dashed to and fro delivering 
telegrams with a heart overflowing with human kindness towards his 
needy fellow-Jews. Abie is the hero of every story in this piquant 
collection. Ever resourceful and kind, he allows himself to be involved 
in the personal dilemmas of his “clients,” solving their problems great 
and smali, matrimonial, business, political or racial, with unfailing good 
humour and unobtrusiveness. In the course of his good deeds he did not 
hesitate, when expedient in the interests of those who had touched his 
sympathies, to make a somewhat startling!y unofficial use of his chief 
and the telegraph office. These stories nnfold in bantering vein a real 
knowledge and understanding of Jewish tenement life on the East Side 
of New York. 


“Tue ROAD TS THE TEMPLE,” by Susan Glaspell, is published by 
Ernest Benn, Limite’, at 7s. 6d. The story of an American brought up 
on the Mississippi to drift finally to the shadows of the Temple of Apollo 
this work is somewhat unusual and gives impressions of life from strange 
and varied anules in an original if rather disconnected style. 


“THE MERGING OF RONALD LETHEREDGE,” by Perey L. Marlis, is 
published by Robert Scott, at 3s. 6d. Mr. Marks, im tonching on the 
cecnit, strikes an unusual main theme in the personality of Ronald 
Letheredge who converses and struggles with bis worse and better selves. 
Ronald, the normal self, is greatly embarrassed by the materialisation of 
his two other selves and the story reveals which of the three comes 
appermost. Although the central idea is good, the other incidents in the 
book lack originality and the diction is somewhat pedantic. 


“SWAN SonG,” by John Gaisworthy (Heinemann, 7s. 6d.), has brought 
the story of the Forsytes toa masterly conclusion. In this latest work 
Soames and his wayward daughter Fleur, with their like and their 
contrasting characteristics, stand cutin a stark reality that could only 
be achieved by a writer who bas grasped completely Life’s bitterness and 
happiness, its fullness and its emptiness, its warmth and its indifference, 
and its utter inexorableness. “To have and to hold: As though you 
could.” Sadness and irony pursue and engulf the lives of Michael, Jon 
and Fleur, and one feels with Soames, who is saddened throughout this 
volume by the shadows of the past and by his love and his fear for Fleur, 
that “some way, somehow life took you up and put you down where it 
wonuki,” 
and “property rights.” 


This book is a fime conclusion to a work finely 
conceived. 


“Tue PURE IN HEART,” by J. Kessel, isatranslation fromthe French, 
published at 7s. 6d., by Victor Gollancz, Limited. The book is a simple 
yet fine picce of literature, and the first half, “Pilot and Observer,” 


portrays thrilling air conflicts during the war, cleverly and arrestingly 
drawn. ‘“Makhro and his Jewess,” 
of the volume, is remarkable for its clever delineation of difficult charac- 
ters. Makhno, embittered by ten years in a Russian convict prison, 
becomes a bandit and a butcherer of men. He and his associates live 
for the lust to kill. “ Makbno bad no liking for Jews. If the killing of 
the Orthodox gave him a simple pleasure, the massacre of Jews seemed 
to hima veritable duty. He carried it out with enthusiasm. “How many 
of those littie Jewish villages had we laid waste, cutting down the men, 
disembowelling the women, su ashing the skulls of children against the 
walls? How many has the Dniester washed away? Hew many have 
moaned while we toasted their feet before crucifying them?” Brutally, 
Makhno and his band killed a simple-minded old Rabbi, yet, when a 
beautiful young Jewess falls in his power, Makhno’'s brutality becomes 
subjugated by her purity and love. A clever if revolting story.

Oriental Scholar's Obsessien.—Crcit, CHARLES POLEHILL, 38, a 
Sanskrit scholar, of Abbey Road, St. John’s Wood, whose alleged infatua- 
tion for a married woman was said to have caused him for the past three 
years continually to annoy her by rimging her up om the telephone at all 
hours of thenight, again appeared before Mr. Hay Halkett at Marylebone 
Police Court last week on the charge of failing to surrender to his bail. 
In October, 1926, it was stated, he was bound over not to approach or 
communicate with the house of Mes. Solomon, the lady in question. He 
was later charged with a breach ef his reeognizgamce, but he failed to 
attend the Court.

Two Suspects Charged.—CHarirs Lewis, 28, salesman, of no fixed 
abode, and LEWIs LAZARUvUS, 28, clerk, of Grey Eagle Street, Spitalfields, 
were charged before Mr. Boyd at Marlborough Street Police Court, on 
Thursday in last week, with being suspected persons in Harewood Place. 
Detective-Sergeant Coleman said that about 4.°0 on Tuesday morning 
he and Detective Adams were patrolling Oxford Street in a fast car when 
they saw the prisoners and another man not in custody go down Hare. 
wood Place and look into the window of a tailor’s shop.. The other man 
hurried to the corner, motioned with his hand, was rejoined by the others, 
and all three hurried along Oxford Street. It was then discovered that 
the reason of their departure was the approach ofacivilian. After the 
civilian had passed, all three men returned and the man not in custody 
took up a position opposite the tailor's shop window in Oxford Street, and 
looked up and down. The other two went down Harewood Place and 
Lewis placed his hand against the plate-glass window of the tailor's shop 
and pushed it.

Investments and Securities.

So far business on the Stock Exchange remains of limited 
dimensions which has been somewhat disappointing to dealers, but 
despite some little irregularity in markets the general tone has 
been fairly cheerful. Holiday influences are still operating against 
m revival of activity. Nevertheless, the markets are not devoid of 
features. British American Tobaccos have been an outstanding 
strong spot and gramophone issues continue to attract attention. 
Oil shares have quietened down a trifle, but prospects in this section 
are still regarded as hopeful. Home railways have latterly tended 
to higher levels. There is a disposition to read the American 
monetary position more favourably. The new issue Yf 5 per cent. 
Treasury Bonds for £15,090,000 has been taken as seh bos ofticial 
opinion being hopeful regarding the outlook. Prospects of gold 
arrivals are also in excess of possible trade demands. Conse- 


quently gilt-edged securities have been fairly buoyant under the 
lead of War Loan 5 per cent. 


. Brazilian Bond Prospects. 

Operations of the various sinking funds attached to the principal 
Brazilian bonds are attracting public attention to these issues. An 
important drawing has already been completed in connection with the 4 
per cent. 19ll issue. A special advantage attaching to this issue is that 
repayment is only by drawings at par and not by purchases in the market. 
The amount drawn is £124,909), and holders of the drawn numbers thus 
secure a Substantial bonus, the market price of the stock being 4. 
Another operation will be in respect of the 4} per cent. 1884 issue, which 
is quoted at 774. A sum of £84,000 will be available, being sufficient to 
purchase over £100,000 of this stock. Then there will be purchases of the 
5 per cent. 1905 issue, the bonds standing at 884, there being about £100,000 
involved in this case \s the market is not too well off for the stock these 
latter operations will create a farther contraction in supplies. There is 
evidence that investors are considerably impressed by the improved con- 
ditions in United States of Brazil, ani that the various issues of that 
country are being favoured. 


Mond Nickel Favoured. 


Revival of interest in Mond Nickel has been a recent feature ol 
markets. It will be remembered that during 1927.in the form of £1 shares 
they rose from 57s. to 7 5-8, and provided one of the spectacular move- 
ments of this year by aivancing further to 9 11-16. Profits for the year 
to April 50th last were £552,508, as against £374,977 for 1926-27. A final 
dividend of 20 per cent. was paid, making a total of 274 per cent., eom- 
pared with 124 per cent. Bonus hopes which had been raised were 
realised, the capital boing increased from £4,900,000 to £5,500,000 by the 
creation of 1,200,000 new 10s. Ordinary shares. An offer was made te 
shareholders of one new share at a premium of £2 158. per share for 
every three shares held. It was also decided to sub-divide each old 
£1 share into two shares of 10s. each. The premium of £1,600,000 on 
the new shares is to be automatically added te the reserve in next year's 
accounts. The proceeds of the new issue are to be utilised in the first 
instance to meet the cost of opening the Frood Mine and of erecting 
additional smelting and refining plant. The directors stated that apart 
from the normai increase in profits which may be expected by reasonof 
the steady expansion of the company’s business, information available 
pointed to profits being considerably increa sed when the Frood Mine is 
working at capacity.

“SHE STOOPS TO CONQUER” (Lyric, 


One must not inquire toc closely into the mechanism of “She Stoops 
to Conquer,” for although Goldsmith had overthrown many of the 
fortuitous stage tricks and artificial simperings inherited from the Restora- 
tion epoch, he was not entirely free from them, so that the play hovers 
between the comedy of manners and the comedy of life. Its men and 
women are almost real; they deal in actual emotions: only they are still 
skimming the surface of feeling. Neverthel ss Sir Nigel Playfair has 
made a delicious presentation of it at the Lyric, Hammersmith. Marie 
Neyis a bewitching Kate Hardcastle; she has a vivid personality, she can 
act and her voice isa joy to hear, One of the most delightful episodes 
of the play was- her singing of a ballad which, we are told on the 
programme, was omitted {from the original production because the 
actress who took the part could not sing. Such an accusation 
could never be levelled against Miss Ney. The recent dignity of 
knighthood seems to weigh but lightly on Nigel Playfair. As Tony 
Lumpkin he buffooned it with merry goodwill. Yvonne Rorie made a 
charming anil convincing Constance Neville. D. Hay-.Petrie, as Hard- 
castle, was the most natural member of the cast. He, more than anyono, 
contrive’ to break through the cardboard mannerisms. . There was a 
little too much of the knockabout f>rcical spirit in Renée de Vaux’s Mrs. 
Hardcastle. She was inclined to overact, particularly in her interviews 
with her lumpish son (begging Sir Nigel’s pardon!). All the same, she 
was decidedly amusing. This revival is a distinctly interesting one and 
it is worth going to, even if it is only to hear that song.

The amazing thing about these marionettes is that they make human 
beings look so unreal. One forgets that there are human hands at the 
ends of the strings and human brains devising the ingenuity of the move- 
ments: their contortions, their smirkings, their pathos and joy are so 
cruel a caricature of our own actions that they reach the realm of 
psychology and set one moralising on the puppetry of humanity. But 
what a delight they are!
